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ATHLETIC ACTIVITIES AT KELLY FIELD. 

The Kelly Field News Letter, of Kelly Field, Texas, 
in a characteristically humorous article describes the 
inauguration, by Col. Archie Miller, U.S.A., commandant 
of the field, of monthly gymnastic meets, the first of 
which was held on July 3. The article is, in part, as 
follows : 

“Shortly the air at Kelly Field, heretofore sacred to 
De-Haviland’s, SE’s, Jennys and H’s, will be full of 
wildly waving legs and arms, as sterling young athletes 
of the Air Service frisk and gambol on what would be 
the green were it not so sandy.

“A mere glance will show the possibilities involved. 
For the North team Major Beverly and Captain Bell are 
internationally known. Major Beverly won the 100-yard 
championship of the Azores in 1732, when chased by an 
Azorian eel — on July 4, while Captain Bell sprang 
into prominence when he pole-vaulted the Rio Grande in 
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1903 for a bottle of aguadiente. We are unable to give 
at first hand the records of the other members, but it is 
rumored that Lieutenant Thorne is the best two-mile 
runner that ever ran a re-breather.

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AIR SERVICE NOTES. 
Standard Designations for Personnel. 

For the purpose of supplying the office of the Chief of 
Air Service with exact knowledge of the particular pro- 
fessional or technical qualifications of officers and en- 
listed men, additional standard designations have been 
adopted as follows: For officers—gas, airship, pilots, 
balloon pilots, maneuvering, meteorological, hangar, nav- 
igating, transportation, photographic, flying instructors, 
officer instructors. For enlisted men—coxswain (air- 
ship), engineer (airship), maneuvering sergeant, rope 
maker, telegraph operator, bookkeeper, balloon gasman, 
balloon winchman, fireman (stationary), parachute re- 
pairman, storekeeper, typist, toolmaker, tire repairman 
and vuleanizer. An officer or enlisted man on duty at 
an Air Service activity to whom one of these designa- 
tions is applicable will have the designation written on 
his trade report, so that headquarters will always have 
on file for use in any particular activity the personnel 
records of the officers and men available in such instance. 


Marine Chart Corrected from Airplane. 

Aviation Section, U.S. Marine Corps, reports a new 
use of the airplane as an aid to navigation. The cap- 
tain of a U.S. Navy vessel in Dominican waters, desir- 
ing to enter the harbor of Barahona, found himself with- 
out reliable charts or a pilot. Arrangements were made 
with a Marine Corps aviator to fly over the harbor with 
the captain as a passenger. In this way the latter was 
able to correct his chart for reefs, sand bars and chan- 
nels and bring his ship safely into the port. 

Drops 19,861 Feet in Seventeen Minutes, 

Officially the record for a parachute drop has been 
accredited to Lieut. John H. Wilson, U.S.A., of the 96th 
Aero. Squadron, Kelly Field, Texas, who on June 7 
leaped from an Army airplane at an altitude of 19,861 
feet and landed safely seventeen minutes later. The ex- 
periment established the fact that a parachute will open 
in rarified atmosphere. 

Keeping Fit to Fly. 

With the opportunity for flying granted Reserve offi- 
cers at Air Service stations, points relative to the long- 
standing argument on the question, “Do pilots become 
stale?” are appearing and before long there will doubt- 
less be reliable statistics and data on the subject. It 
has already been found that a Reserve pilot is somewhat 
hazy on judging distance upon his first return to the air. 
Out of the observations now under way it is believed 
there will come remedial steps which will result in keep- 
ing Reserve pilots constantly in fit condition to fly at 
= time and ready to be called upon for the national 
defense. 

Developing Parachute “Navigation.” 

In training men to drop from airplanes with the U.S. 
Army type A parachute it has developed that forty out 
of forty-two jumpers who were interrogated on the point 
did not experience a sensation of falling, but rather of 
continuing with the airplane. ‘Tests have also developed 
the possibilities of “‘navigation” with the parachute. For 
example, oscillation is overcome by using the same tac- 
tics as in a swing; a sideslip is negotiated in any direc- 
tion by simply pulling down on one set of cords so as to 
avoid unfavorable landing places; on nearing the ground 
a reserve parachute is released solely for relieving the 
jumper of its weight in landing. This parachute does 
not always open, but in many instances it opens fully in 
time to make landing easy, in fact many jumpers retain 
their feet. With the development of the seat pack on 
which the flier sits for a cushion, allowing him free ac- 
tion, the parachute is regarded as deserving the name of 
the life preserver of the air. . 

Equipment of an Army Aviation Depot. 

Data supplied by the Army Air Service indicating 
what a going Air Service depot on a small scale entails, 
embraces the Aviator General Supply Depot at Middle- 
town, Pa., established in 1917, with flying field added in 
1919. The reservation covers forty-seven acres; ware- 
houses and foundations cost $748,010 and provide a stor- 
ago space of 563,431 square feet. The present contents 
are valued at $55,000, and consist of foreign and do- 
mestie airplanes and engines, spare parts and the neces- 
sary supplies required in maintaining a supply base for 
Air Service activities. Twelve officers, four enlisted men 
and 450 civilians are employed and the annual salary 
approximates $500,000. 


Aerial Views for Army Instruction. 


The 4th Aérial Photographic Section, Air Service, sta- 
tioned at Fort Leavenworth, has photographed forty 





square miles in the vicinity of Easton, Kas., in one hour 
and fifteen minutes flying time, getting 192 negatives at 
8,000 feet. Prints from these negatives have been assem- 
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bled into a mosaic which is to remain at the General 
Service Schools. The mosaic was copied to a scale of 
three inches to a mile and fifteen of these prints were 
used in the School of the Line in instructional maneu- 
vers. The General Staff class has been instructed in the 
co-ordination of aerial photography with other units of 
a command, being shown with explanation the Easton 
mosaic and service types of cameras. During the prog- 
ress of the class a DH-4B airplane flew to Kansas City, 
Mo., where oblique photographs were made of prominent 
structures. The seventy-mile round trip was completed 
and dry prints placed in the hands of this class in two 
hours. ‘Twelve hundred negatives have been made in 
eight hours flying time, covering 250 of a 300-square- 
mile mosaic that will include the city of Leavenworth, 
the military reservation and the ground usually included 
in the. maneuver problems of the General Service Schools. 
This mosaic is being made with the same equipment and 
at the same altitude and scale as the small Easton mo- 
saic, and it is to be used regularly by the future classes 
at these schools. 
Sale of Navy’s Surplus Flying Craft. 

According to an announcement made on July 10 by 
Roy U. Conger, vice president of the United Aircraft 
Engineering Corporation of New York city, that or- 
ganization has purchased the entire surplus supply of 
flying boats and seaplanes of the Navy Department. Mr. 
Conger first came into prominence in commercial] avia- 
tion by his purchase from the Canadian government in 
January, 1919, of the entire equipment of the Royal 
Flying Corps in Canada for the sum of $10,000,000. As 
authority for his statement as to the purchase he showed 
reporters of the New York daily papers a telegram signed 
by Rear Admiral Samuel McGowan, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, reading: “Contract 
covering sale of aeronautic equipment signed by Navy 
contracting officer three p.m. to-day.” Mr. Conger also 


‘ announced that by the time he gave the details of his 


purchase to the reporters he had sold three of the flying 
boats purchased from the Navy Department. Mr. Con- 
ger explained that éverr+**ag which this year is decided 
by the Nav¥-Ain. Avice SiiJeTsto-b-) surplus will be 
addéd to the equipment in the contract. More than four 
hundred flying boats and seaplanes and 700 motors are 
included in the transaction, besides numerous spare parts, 
pontoons, propellers, radiators, watches, clocks, tacho- 
meters, aerial cameras, compasses, barographs, alti- 
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meters, thermometers and other material. The boats pur- 
chased include 144 Liberty motored HS-2 flying boats, 
originally costing $18,480 apiece, twenty-nine larger two- 
motored H-16 fiying boats, costing $33,159 apiece orig- 
inally, and largest of all, twelve F-5-L flying boats of 
104 feet wing spread, powered by two Liberty motors 
and costing $39,200 apiece. Smaller craft are ninety- 
one Aeromarine training planes of several types, two 
Curtiss Gnome speed scouts, forty-seven Boeing sea- 
planes and ten kite balloons. Motors include 360 Liber- 
ties, 317 Curtiss, 96 Hall-Scott, twenty-seven Gnome, 
thirty-four Fiats and others. 
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RECORDS OF THE WORLD WAR. 


The War Department is now preparing for publica- 
tion the Records of the World War. There have already 
been prepared and sent to the printer the following vol- 


umes: . 
Field Orders and Annexes, Ist Army—Records of the 
World War. Class A, Section II, Vol. 1. 

Summaries of Intelligence, Ist Army—Records of the 
World War. Class A, Section II, Vol. 3. 

Field Orders, 24 Army Corps—Records of the World 
War. Class A, Section VI, Vol. 1. 

Others will follow as soon as their preparation is com- 
plete. These records are being published in accordance 
with the following plan: The publication will be divided 
into three classes, viz.: Class A—Records of Military 
Operations Overseas; Class B—Records of the Service 
of Supplies Overseas; Class C—Reeords of Military Ac- 
tivities in the U.S. . 

Each class will be subdivided into sections, and each 
section into volumes corresponding to the scheme of or- 
ganization and record files of the War Department and 
American Expeditionary Forces. A numbered volume 





may be issued in two separately bound books if the rec- 
ords pertaining to that volume are numerous, or more 


than one volume may be published under one cover if 
the records pertaining thereto are meager. 

The Government Printing Office, Office of Superintend- 
ent of Documents, Washington, D.C.; Josiah H. Brinker, 
Superintendent—announces that the War Department 
will print only a very limited number of sets strictly for 
the official use of their service, and the office of the Super- 
intendent of Documents has been asked to provide the 
sales edition to take care of the outside demand. In 
view of the limited edition to be printed by the depart- 
ment this office will arrange for the printing of a sales 
edition, and suggests that any one interested in obtain- 
ing copies place his name on file with the office, so that he 
may receive notice as each volume appears. 


THE ARMY CHAPLAINS. 

Circular No. 173, War Dept., relative to religious ser- 
vices and the attendance of chaplains at church conven- 
tions was published in our issue of May 15, 1920, page 
1141. Paragraph 2 of the circular authorized command- 
ers with authority to grant leaves to permit chaplains to 
attend church conventions or similar gatherings on a 
duty status, but without expense to the Government. It 
is now officially announced that this expense may come 
out of the Welfare Fund since in the allotment of the so- 
called Welfare Fund one item is for moral training and 
one item in that budget as transmitted to commanding 
officers is “To cover the expenses of chaplains called to 
department conferences, or sent to church conferences in 
connection with the program of moral training.” Com- 
manding officers who authorize attendance can authorize 
the expenditure. . 

A recent bulletin from the Education and Recreation 
Department of the War Plans Division tells of: The 
chaplain’s work for recruits. Makes suggestions as to 
farewell services for men about to be discharged. Makes 
suggestions for . popularizing religious services, giving 
illustrations of what has been done in various communi- 
ties in the way of music, volunteer quartets, choruses, 
and hired civilian talent and the use of the post band. 
It also suggests a Sunday evening get-together service 
and tells of what has been done at Camp Grant, IIL, 
through the “Sunday Night Club” meeting at 6:30 p.m., 
with good music, both vocal and instrumental, a worth- 
while talk and other features of service designed to be 
interesting and attractive, the chaplains having charge 
in turn. 

Chaplain’s Equipment.—Under this head it is stated 
that sets of chaplain’s equipment will be issued at the 
rate of one per organization to which a chaplain is as- 
signed. Additional outfits will be issued as authorized 
by the commanding officer, not to exceed one per chap- 
lain. The set consists of the following: 1 field desk, regi- 
mental (which contains a typewriter); 1 folding altar, 
when desired by the chaplain; 1 folding organ; 300 song 
books—religious and patriotic—with appendix contain- 
ins Scriptural readings; 1 strong chest as container for 








ks. 

Circular 377, W.D., 1919, has been rescinded. Circu- 
lar 152, W.D., 1920, provides for the following equip- 
ment in addition to that noted above: 1 assembly tent; 
4 tables, folding; 32 benches, folding. 


The Chaplain’s School. 

The Chaplain’s School is for commissioned chaplains 
and covers the following general subjects: Administra- 
tion; international law; military law and Manual of 
Court-martial; customs of the Service; military hygiene 
and first aid; applied psychology; topography and map 
reading; history and character of American political in- 
stitutions; elements of sociology; outline of Army or- 
ganization; War Risk Insurance, allotments, and. Red 
Cross activities; activities of the Education and Recrea- 
tion Branch, W.P.D.; Field Service Regulations, Drill 
Regulations, and Interior Guard Manual; equitation; 
problems and methods in chaplain’s work. 

The first term opened May 15, 1920, and will last 
eleven weeks. The first class consists of fifteen chap- 
lains. The school staff is composed of five children, one 
line officer, and one medical officer, the latter two to in- 
struct in subjects pertaining to their own branches of 
the Service. : : 

The bulletin gives further information concerning a 
Chaplain’s Departmental Conference, held in Boston, 
March 20, 1920; invites chaplains to exchange ideas 
through military channels, with a purpose of publishing 
these for chaplains throughout the Service; tells of a 
series of lectures on “The History of Man and Human 
Endeavor,” being delivered at Camp Funston; gives a 
list of books for reading and reference on moral train- 
ing; states that the venereal disease rate has decreased 
in the Army within the past six months to 66.4 per 1,000 
per annum—the average for the five years immediately 
preceding the World War being 93.3 per 1,000 per an- 
num; commends special efforts at Fort Myer to have 
men kept in touch with home and recommends utilizing 
neighborhood advantages.

HOMING PIGEON TRIALS. 

The Signal Corps of the U.S. Army on May 5, last, 
supplied nine young homing pigeons to the Tank Corps 
at Camp Meade, Md., which were used in the maneuvers 
of that organization on May 12 at Franklin Cantonment, 
Md. Col. Robert L. Collins, Cav., U.S.A., chief of staff, 
acting for the Chief of the Tank Corps, under date of 


Camp Meade, Md., June 8, 1920, submitted a report to 
the Chief Signal Officer as to the flights of the nine pig- 
eons, in which he said: 

“The nine birds were received at the Tank Corps head- 
quarters on the afternoon of May 5, 1920, and were so 
young that they were very clumsy in their actions. They 
were placed in a small aviary adjoining the loft and al- 
lowed to remain outside of the loft for a period of forty- 
eight hours before feeding. The entire lot trapped into 
the loft from the aviary when fed on the second morning. 
That same afternoon they were taken a distance of fifty 
yards and released together. All but one immediately 
trapped to the loft. The missing bird has never returned. 
Progressive releases were made morning and afternoon 
up to the day of the maneuver, which was held on May 
12, up to a distance of three miles. On the day of the 
maneuver these birds were taken in small baskets and 
distributed to platoon and heavy tank commanders with 
the instructions that they were to release the birds upon 
arrival at first objective, which was about a mile and a 
half from the loft. Out of the eight birds released eight 
messages were received, the average time per bird being 
about five minutes. This performance was considered 
quite remarkable, in view of the fact that there was so 
little time to settle and train these very young birds, and 
the fact that they had never before flown from a tank, 
which in itself is quite an exciting experience, as the 
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birds were very nervous and excited when they arrived 
at the loft. . 

“Since the maneuver the birds have been released from 
several points near Camp Meade, the longest flights be- 
ing from Annapolis, a distance of about fourteen miles 
from the loft, and Baltimore, a distance of sixteen miles. 
The birds were released in the heart of Baltimore among 
the high buildings. The first bunch of six released at 11 
o’clock arrived at the loft 11.35. The other two birds 
were released fifteen minutes apart, one at 11.30 and 
the other at 11.45, and both made the distance in less 
than thirty minutes, against a fairly brisk wind. This 
wae the first time the birds had been flown that distance 
alone. 

“The Tank Corps has about forty birds in the Pigeon 
Section and instruction is being given in the care and 
eg of these pigeons in the Tank Corps Signal 

chool.”

GENERAL HINES HEADS NEW SERVICE. 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Transportation Service since December, 1917, was on 
July 9 appointed by the Secretary of War as Chief of 


the Inland and Coastwise Waterways Service. The gen-° 


eral order making the assignment reads: “Pursuant to 
Section 201, of the Transportation act, 1920, approved 
Feb. 28, 1920 (Public No. 152, 66th Congress), effective 
July 1, 1920, there is hereby established an Inland and 
Coastwise Waterways Service, War Department, and 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, U.S. Army, is assigned to 
duty as chief of that service. He will be known as Chief 
of the Inland and Coastwise Waterways Service, War 
Department. (020.9, A.G.O.)” 

This service grew up during the war in connection 
with the U.S. Railroad Administration, and when the 
railroads were turned back to their owners the service 
was left without status. The Transportation act charged 
the War Department with carrying on the work, and the 
assignment to the office of chief of this service of General 
Hines means that he will be separated from his present 
office as Chief of Transportation Service, which by War 
Department direction will return to the Quartermaster 
Corps on July 15, under provisions of the Army Reor- 
ganization act. This order merging the Transportation 
Service with.the Quartermaster Corps is the initial act 
= the reorganization of that corps according to the new 
aw. 

The career of General Hines in the Army has been 
notable. Entering the Service as a private in the Utah 
Volunteer Artillery in 1898, he served with that organ- 
ization during 1898-99 in the Philippines and also in the 
Philippine Insurrection, in the grades of private, ser- 
geant, second lieutenant and, finally, adjutant of the bat- 
talion. Returning to the United States for discharge, he 
entered the Regular Army in 1901 as second lieutenant 
of Coast Artillery and served as first lieutenant and cap- 
tain in that arm. As captain of Coast Artillery he was 
detailed in 1917 as a member of the new General Staff 
and ordered to Washington in June, 1917. His first 
duty on the General Staff was as a member of the equip- 
ment committee of the War Plans Division. In Au- 
gust, 1917, when the co-ordination of the movement of 
troops and supplies overseas was ordered in a new branch 
called the Embarkation Service, the then Captain Hines 
was ordered into this service. He served as assistant to 
Major Gen. Francis J. Kernan and to Col. Chauncey B. 
Baker, then chief and assistant chief of embarkation, re- 
spectively. In December, 1917, when a reorganization of 
the War Department took place, resulting in Major Gen. 
G. W. Goethals being named as acting Q.M. General, 
and later on as Assistant Chief of Staff and Director of 
Purchase, Storage and Traffic, Captain Hines was placed

in charge of the Embarkation Service. He was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Embarkation Service, later Trans- 
portation Service, by General Goethals in January, 1918, 
with rank of brigadier general, and on Jan. 7, 1920, his 
appointment as a brigadier general of the line was con- 
firmed by the Senate. In hearings on Army reorganiza- 
tion General Hines strongly advocated combining in the 
War Department all the activities for transportation into 
one corps and he expressed the opinion that logically the 
Transportation Service should be composed of four main 
divisions—rail, water, motorized and animal-drawn trans- 
portation. -

ApmiraL Sims Heaps Navy CoMMITTEE. 

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., president of 
the Naval War College, has accepted the post of chair- 
man of the Navy Committee of the Army and Navy Club 
of America, according to an announcement made on 
July 10 by Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., 
president of the club. In accepting the invitation to be- 
come chairman of the Navy Committee Admiral Sims 
wrote that he did so “with much pleasure, particularly 
in view of the fact that the club is designed not only as 
a memorial to the heroic dead and as a home for the 
living, where the best traditions of our Service will be 
maintained, but as a center of patriotism where officers 
and men of affairs can get together for their mutual ad- 
vantage, and to the end that we may all aid in preserv- 
ing and propagating American ideals and aspirations.” 
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ApvocaTes “West Pornt IDEA” For Our SCHOOLS. 

In an article analyzing the statement made by com- 
petent critics that “American schools and colleges are not 
functioning as they should,” which he contributes to the 


Philadelphia Public Ledger, Norman Egbert McClure, 
registrar of the Pennsylvania Military College, suggests 
that the “West Point idea” is the best for students in 
our institutions of learning if they are to achieve re- 
sults. He writes, in part: “If the college is to serve 
the nation as it should, it must modify both its cur- 
riculum and its methods. We must offer fewer ‘elec- 
tives’; we must insist upon classroom methods that re- 
quire, rather than suggest, studious effort; and we must 
institute some system that ‘compels the undergraduate to 
conserve and employ wisely his time and energy. No 
college faculty can greatly modify conditions on the cam- 
pus if they are merely symptoms and results of conditions 
in our whole social organization. The change must come 
from without, but the school and college may do much to 
hasten that change by the adoption of a system that is 
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neither new nor startling. I mean the West Point system 
of duty and discipline, which with certain modifications, 
would undoubtedly help the average college man to be- 
come a more useful citizen and a better leader. The 
system is as simple as it is effectual. A definite amount 
of work is assigned each day, complete preparation is re- 
quired of each student and poor work is punished by cur- 
tailment of privileges. No one, not even an instructor, 
is permitted to drift or shirk or ‘bluff.’ These classroom 
methods are only a part of a system of life that, better 
than any other system yet devised, develops in the men 
real initiative and quiet self-reliance and helps them 
form the habit of doing each day’s work earnestly and 
thoroughly. It cannot, of course, make a student of a 
dolt nor a leader of a jellyfish, but it results in less waste 
and richer accomplishment than is possible in the ordi- 
nary college.”

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CoMMUTATION OF RATIONS, ENLISTED MEN. 

Changes in Paragraphs 1203 and 1443, Army Regula- 
tions, were ordered on July 10 by direction of the Secre- 
tary of War to read as follows: 1203. Enlisted men, ap- 
plicants for enlistment while held under observation, 
prisoners of war, military prisoners at posts, hospital 
matrons, members of the Army Nurse Corps, female tele- 
graph operators authorized for service with expeditionary 
forces, and civilian personnel of authorized wagon com- 
panies and pack trains are each entitled to one ration a 
day according to the station or the nature of the service. 
All non-commissioned officers of the Army of Grades 1, 
2 and 3, as per G.O. No. 36, W.D., 1920, are entitled to 
one ration in addition to the ration mentioned above, or 
commutation thereof at the fixed rates authorized by the 
act of Congress approved May 18, 1920, ete. 1443 (ad- 
ditional paragraph added). When the enlisted men on 
duty at this hospital are non-commissioned officers of the 
Army of Grades 1, 2 and 3, they will be paid an addi- 
tional commutation of rations at the fixed rates author- 
ized by act of Congress approved May 18, 1920.

EXAMINATIONS FOR U.S. ARMY COMMISSIONS. 
The examination of candidates for appointment as 





_ officers in the Regular Establishment, which began on 


July 7 throughout the country, has made satisfactory 
progress in the compilation of the records. The com- 
pleted records, including educational, physical, profes- 
sional and moral tests, are being forwarded to the head- 
quarters of Gen. John J. Pershing at Washington, D.C., 
where tne board of which he is president will examine 
them and make recommendations in each case. There 
are 13,300 applicants for appointment in the reservoir 
of officer material reported in the various camps where 
they were directed to appear before examining boards. 
A small number, however, failed to appear. The regu- 
lations adopted by the War Department for the examina- 
tions are proving effective in disposing of the thousands 
ef applicants and their records. The success of the huge 
andertaking—a new form of admitting officers to the 
Regular Army—is in a large measure due to the per- 
gonnel of the numerous boards composed of Regular 
Army officers. Their work was far from being a sine- 
cure and in the camps of the South, particularly, it 
was all the more exhausting because of the high tem- 
perature experienced in the buildings available to the 
boards at the various camps. The experience of an ap- 
plicant coming before a board was in nearly all cases ag 
outlined in what follows:. aed 

Arriving at the place of examination the candidates 
were required to report in the usual manner by present- 
ing orders and writing out their name, rank and address, 


-Each candidate was given the opportunity to present be- 


fore the board statements showing why he claimed ex- 
emption from the educational tests. Only official records, 
such as a college degree, entitled a man to this exemp- 
tion after the board ruled on the merits of each case. 
The physical examinations followed. There was no de 
viation from the Regular Army officer examination. Due 
to the stringency of the examinations a large number of 
candidates failed to pass the tests, and in many cases of 
this kind the candidates declared that they were not sur- 
prised to have been rejected. Where it was possible the 
medical boards endeavored to assist the candidates pass- 
ing the tests and at the same time adhering to the Army 


requirements. In pursuance of orders from the War 
Department the boards conducted the professional and 
moral examinations in a most impartial spirit, which 


won the commendation of large numbers of candidates. 
Intending at first to compel written professional exami- 
nations, the War Department at the last moment re- 
quested. the boards to withdraw the written tests and 
instead hear the candidates orally. This proved entirely 
satisfactory to most of the candidates, it is reported. In 
general, nothing but praise came from the candidates 
concerning the system carried out by the War Depart- 
ment in its attempt to obtain the best type of material 
for officers from the list of candidates. 

On constant duty from early morning until late at night, 
the personnel of the boards met the situation in com- 
mendable spirit. It has been no small task for these offi- 
cers to sit for hours and hours and listen to the numer- 
ous statements from the thousands of candidates. At 
present there is no indication concerning the publication 
of the final results. Candidates who failed to pass the 
examinations will be notified with the least delay possible. 

From several of the camps where emergency officers 
have been taking examinations as applicants for com- 
mission in the Regular Army, reports have come to the 
War Department of instances of emergency officers de- 
clining to undergo mental tests. These instances were 
not numerous, and objection wes made to mental exam- 
ination on the ground that having served as officers in 
the Army in the grades to which they sought appoint- 
ment, fitness and capacity had been established and 
hence it was unjust to compel the taking of any exam- 
ination except as to physical fitness. In all cases the ob- 
jectors were informed that Section 24 of the Army Re- 
organization act. authorized the President to prescribe 
examinations and that the War Department was simply 
observing the law. It is said that nearly every officer 
making objection to mental tests refused to undergo the 
examination prescribed. ; 


NATIONAL GUARD ENLISTED STRENGTH. 


Major Gen. Jesse McI. Carter, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Militia Bureau, has noted- an encouraging increase in 
the strength of the National Guard during the month 
of June, when there was a net gain of 5,711 in the en- 
listed strength of the states having units to which Fed- 
eral recognition has been granted. This is considered 
a favorable sign particularly because the heated term is 
unfavorable to National Guard recruiting. The author- 
ized strength, present strength and present percentage of 
authorized strength is shown in the following table:

"TEMPORARY OFFICERS AND RE-ENLISTMENT. BONUS. 

On the question of provision for the bonus as applied 
to men re-enlisting after discharge from temporary com- 
mission in the U.S. Army, -a ruling has been made 
by the Legislative and Rules Branch, War Plans Divi- 
sion, General Staff, as follows: “Former enlisted men 
discharged from their enlistments to become temporary 
officers during the World War, upon being discharged 
from their commissions and re-enlisting, will be entitled 
to the $90 bonus the same as other men who re-enlist. 
However, in order to be entitled to be restored to their 
former grades, as provided for by the Act of March 30, 
1918, they will be required to re-enlist within three 
months after being discharged.

Bonus AND TRAVEL PAy FoR MARINE Corps. 

Owing to the possibility of misunderstanding concern- 
ing the pay and allowances of enlisted men of the Ma- 
rine Corps through the enactment of the Service Pay In- 
crease bill on May 18, 1920, the Army Reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920, and the Naval Appropriation act of 
June 4, 1920, the Secretary of the Navy submitted to 
the Comptroller a series of questions on various points 
brought up by certain specified sections of these three 
acts. In the matter of the $60 bonus for officers and 
men “discharged under certain conditions” and of travel 
pay for enlisted men on extension of enlistment or dis- 
charge the Secretary of the Navy asked two questions 
which are grouped together in.the Comptroller's an- 
swer. The Secretary asked if “the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4 replaced Section 1406 of the act of Feb. 24, 
1919, providing for the payment of $60 to officers and 
enlisted men discharged under certain conditions.” Also 
in connection with Section 6 of the Naval Appropriation 
act of June 4 (extending the application of the above 
provisions for the $60 discharge bonus and of travel pay 
on discharge), if “this provision of law authorizes the 
payment of the $60 bonus and travel pay to such marines 
as were indueted into the. Marine Corps under the draft 
law for the duration of the war subsequent to Noy. 11, 
1918.” and is this law “permanent legislation.” In_re- 
ply the Comptroller says: “The $60 authorized by Sec- 
tion 1406 of the act of Feb. 24, 1919, is a war-service 
payment payable on_a discharge under honorable condi- 
tions from a term of service which began on or prior to 
Nov. 11, 1918, and under the terms of the statute ‘only 
one payment of $60 shall be made.’ It is not payable 
a discharge from any enlistment accemplished after 
The act of Feb. 24, 1919, precluded pay-

Nov. 11, 1918. 
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ment of the $60 to any person who though discharged 
under honorable conditions was not separated from the 
Service, but continued in the Service by immediate re- 
enlistment, his discharge having been for the of 
re-enlisting. The joint resolution of Sept. 29, 1919, exe 
tended payment of the $60 to any enlisted man who ene 
tered the Service prior to Nov. 11, 1918, and ‘has been 
or hereafter shall be discharged for the purpose of ree 
enlisting in the Regular Army,’ and also authorized pay- 
ment of travel pay on such discharge. Section 6 cited 
in the second question contains similar provisions for 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps.” 





D.S.C. Conrernep ON GENERAL Mancit. 

By direction of the President, a Distinguished Service 
Cross was awarded to Major Gen. Peyton C. March, the 
Chief of Staff, on July 10. The citation reads: “Gen. 
Peyton C. March (then lieutenant in the Astor Battery) 
for extraordinary heroism in action before Manila, P.1., 
Aug. 13, 1898. He gallantly led a charze onthe enemy’s 
breastworks, volunteers having been called for by the 
brigadier general commanding.” ‘The presentation was 
made by the Secretary of War. - The records of the War 
Department show that on many occasions General March 
was recommended for gallantry -n action and. meri- 
torious service. Llis record is: “Recommended by Gen- 
eral MacArthur for Medal of Honor for distinguished gal- 
lantry in action at Singalong, Manila, P.1., Aug. 15, 
1898. Recommended by Gen. J. F. Bell for brevet lieu- 
tenant colonel, U.S. Vols., for. gallantry in action near 
Porac, Pampanga, Luzon, P.I., Sept. 28, 1899. . Also 
recommended by General Young for brevet captain, U.S. 
Army, for gallant and meritorious service in action at 
Buntayan Bridge, P.1., Nov. 8, 1899, and at San Jacinto, 
Luzon, P.I., Nov. 11, 1899: for brevet major, U.S. Army, 
for gallant and meritorious services in action at Tilad 
Pass, Luzon, P.1., Dee. 2, 1899, and for brévet licuten- 
ant colonel, U.S. Army, for'gallant and meritorious and 
distinguished services in pursuing insurgent president, 
thereby causing surrender of Aguinaldo’s retinue and 
staff, including insurgent Gen. Venancio Concepcion and 
staff at Cayan, P.I., Dec. 5, 1899.” 





Crass B Lists aNpD HEARINGS. : 

The board of officers convened in compliance with the 
provisions of Section 24b of the act of June 4, for the 
purpose of classifying officers into A and B classes, has 
been reporting daily and those officers classified in B, 
“who should not be retained in the Service,” have been 
notified as the daily lists have been filed with the Wa> 
Department. Officers of the Army are greatly exercised 
over this classification law and it is predicted that more 
than ninety per cent. of the officers placed in the B class 
will avail themselves of the opportunity to appear before 
the courts of inquiry appointed to sit in the various de- 
partments. Coming at the same time that promotions 
are being made and other details of Army reorganization 
are being worked out, the Class B work places heavy 
burdens upon the civilian employees of the War Depar:- 
ment, and the officers in charge of the divisions handling 
all this personnel detail are experiencing a duty harder 
than many demanded by actual fighting in the field. It 
is predicted that the hearings of Class B officers will ex- 
tend over many months. 





READJUSTMENT OF ARMY VOCATIONAL TRAINING, 
In the view of the War Department, the vocational 
training programs in the several departments have be- 


come so varied and complex that the suggestion has been 
advanced to department commanders that this training 
should be readjusted. The programs at various points 
have apparently grown to an extent that attempts too 
great a variety of training, with the result that there 
are a superabundance of classes with few pupils in each. 
While the War Department desires that the enlisted 
men of the Army shall have every opportunity to gain a 
voeation through Army training, it is directed that this 
training be along practical lines and in vocations in 
whch a man can become expert during the time of his 
enlistment period. There will, in consequence, be a gen- 
eral readjustment in the future and co-ordination of ef- 
fort intended to make the training of the greatest utility, 
particularly in providing the recruit with school work 
attractive to him and in which he has an opportunity to 
attain an equipment of real value to him.

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CHAPLAIN AXTON CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS. 


Chaplain John T. Axton, major, U.S.A., was ap- 
pointed Chief of Chaplains with the rank of colonel by 
the President on July 13, under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 15 of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. 
The appointment is a most excellent one in every respect, 
Chaplain Axton being a broad-minded and progressive 
officer. Chaplain Axton was born in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
July 28, 1870. He was educated in Salt Lake Academy 
of the Congregational Church Schools and entered the 
ministry of the Congregational Church in June, 1901. 
For nine years served as secretary of the Y.M.C.A. 
He entered the Aimy as chaplain, with rank of captain, 
July 25, 1902; was promoted major Mareh 4, 1917, and 
now, after eighteen years of service and three years as 
chaplain (major) becomes Chicf of Chaplains with the 
rank of colonel during the period of prescribed service. 
Throughout his career in the Army. Cheplain Axton } as 
enjoyed the confidence of the War D partment. He has 
been detailed on numerous spec.al assignments, im all of 
which he has acquitted himself with distinction. He was 
detailed upon two tours of duty in the Philippines, one 
in 19034 and one in 1907-8. For five years he was 
assigned to various posts and stations on the Mexican 
border. He first came into prominence in connection 
with relief work dene among members of the army of 
General Mereado, when his troops were driven by Villa 
across the border at Presidio, on the Rio Grande, during 
the winter of 1913. 

During the Woerli War Chaplain Axton has had the 
direction of all religious work amd welfare activities in 
connection with the Port of Embarkation of New York 
at Hoboken. His work at this leading pert of embarka- 
tion included the embarkation camps, itals, and wel- 
fare work om Army transperts. He was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal for executive efficiency in 
organizing and directing these activities at the Port of 
Embarkation in which 165 chaplaims of different de- 
nominations besides hundreds of civilian workers were 
employed. The honorary degree of Deetor of Divinity 
was conferred upon Chaplain Axton at the 118th com- 
mencement of Middlebury College, Vermont. President 
Thompson, of this college, served under Chaplain Axton 
at Hoboken. 

Early this year he was on duty in connection with the 
recruiting campaign and received the high commendation 
of the officer im charge, Col. Peter E. Traub. He was 
recommended for promotion by Major Gen. D. C. Shanks 
aud also by Brig. Gen. W. V. Judson, the latter recom- 
mending “premotion to the highest grade that will be 
available.” On July 2, 1920, General Shanks, in a let- 
ter te the War Department, stated: “In my opinion 
Chaplain Axton did the greatest welfare work of any 
man in America during the war. No officer at this port 
was more valuable te me than Chaplain Axton, and he 
was awarded a D.S.M. <As an organizer and adminis- 
trator he is the peer of any officer known to me.” Dnur- 
ing Chaplain Axton’s service on the Mexican border in 
1916-17 -his work attracted wide attention and the out- 
door meetings he conducted are said to have been the 
largest in the history of the Army in this country. He 
introduced a anique feature in which the various organi- 
zations competed in decorating the platform each week. 
Ilis service at Fort Leavenworth in 1917 was also fruit- 
ful of results, particularly im the organization of Sun- 
day schools. 

On Aug. 28, 1891, Chaplain Axton was married to Miss 
Jane Bean, of Salt Lake City. They have three daugh- 
ters and one son, all grown. One daugliter is married 
into the Army, the wife of Capt. R. D. Daugherity, of 
Infantry, on duty at Coblenz, Germany. The son, Chap- 
lain John V. Axton, is a chaplain im the Army, on duty 
at Fort D. A. Russell, Wye. This is the only case where 
a father and son have served contemporsineously as 
chaplain in the Army. Chaplain Axten fas just re- 
turned from an inspection trip welfare activities in 
the American Forces in Germany. He is still on duty 
at the Port of Embarkation at Hobeken, though con- 
stantly called to Washington for important special 
duties. He, with his family, will immediately move to 
Washington. 

“The selection of Chaplain Axton for this work is 
most gratifying to the General Committee on Army and 
Navy Chaplains of the Federal Council of Churches,” 
writes the Rev. E. V. Watson, secretary of the com- 
mittee. “This committee represents not only the thirty- 
one denominations that compose the Federal Council of 
churehes, but is the medium through whieh practically 
all the Protestant churches of America work m matters 
pertaining to religieus and moral welfare activities in 
te Army and Navy. Chaplain Axton is a great organizer. 
He has the highest ideals for the chaplains service of 
the Army and under the progressive provisions of the 
Army Reorganization act, his administration is counted 
upom to bring about a new era of religious activity for 
the Army and soon to bring the chaplains service to the 
highest degree of efficiency.”

Retired Upon Own Application. 

Col. Benjamin C. Morse, Inf., U.S.A., was retired from 
active service July 8, 1920, on his own application, a‘ter 
more than forty years’ serviee. Colonel Morse during 
the World War served as a temporary brigadier general, 
and was last on duty in the Canal Zone. He was born 
in Missouri, Oct. 15, 1859, and is a graduate of the U.S. 
M.A., class of 1884, when he was assigned to the 23d 
Infantry. He served among other duties in the Philip- 
pines, was assistant to chief O.0., Department of Pacific 
and 8th Corps, from Dec. 24, 1898, to February, 1900; 
was aid to Major General Shafter, February, 1900, to 
June 30, 1901; was acting A.G., Department of Cali- 
fornia; served again in the Philippines, and was in com- 
mand at Fort McPherson, Ga., 1904-06. He served with 
the Army of Cuban Pacification and at various posts in 
the United States. In addition to serving in the 23d 
Infantry, Colonel Morse was subsequently assigned or 
transferred to the 15th, 18th, 23d, 17th, ooth, 27th, 23d, 
4th, 13th, 44th, 5th and 33d Regiments of Infantry. 

Lieut. Col. William H. Paine, Cav., U.S.A., was re- 
tired from active service July 8, 1920, on his own appli- 
cation, after more than thirty years’ service. He is a 
distinguished graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School and a graduate of the Staff College. Colonel 
Paine was born in Connecticut, May 9, 1870, and was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1894, and was as- 
signed to the 2d Cavalry. He subsequently served as 
an officer of the 7th, 14th, 2d, 15th and 9th Cavalry, and

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DEATH OF LORD FISHER. 

The death of Lord John Arbuthnot Fisher, admiral of 
the British fleet, retired; First Baren of Kilverstene and 
former First Lord of the Admiralty, at Lendon, England, 
on July 10, 1920, in his seventy-ninth year, removes one 
of Great Britain’s most distinguished and progressive 
navy offieers. Lord Fisher was a great naval genius and 





-2 thorough b-liever in the big gun, the big ship, and in 


maintaining sea power. He was the originator of the 
dreadnought and battle cruiser, and he was also called 
the father of the great British fleet. Althouch he was 
on the retived list at the outbreak of the Worki War, he 
was asked to resume an active role, suceeedin Prince 
Henry of Battenberg as First Sea Lord and d.vected the 
naval warfare against Germany until the following May 
(1915), when the country became divided as to the ex- 
Sates of the Dardanelles attack, and he resigned, 
ing opposed to the expedition. 

It was due to Lord Fisher’s genius that the British 
navy adopted the water-tube boiler, the Parsons turbine 
and he intreduced oil as fuel. He laid plaws, later exe- 
cuted, by which the entire fleet was concentrated in the 
North Sea, which proved te be the checkmate to the 
strategy of von Tirpitz—at the beginning. It was Lord 
Fisher's forethought that caused fast battle Cruisers to 
be sent te the ‘Seuth Atlantic to search for and 
sink von Spee’s squadron, which the British squadron 
sent to the bottom in the Falkland Island fight. In the 
early part of 1915 Lord Fisher outlined a complete plan 
for the annihilation of the German submarine, and the 
sinkings of submarines from January until May, 1915, 
when Lord Fisher resigned his office, were propertion- 
ately greater than those of any similar period until 
the end of the war. 

Lord Fisher was known as a man of the most asser- 
tive and fearless type, and had a charming personality. 
He was born on the island of Ceylon, Jan. 25, 1841, the 
son of Capt. William Fisher, of the 78th Highlanders. 
He entered the navy in 1854 and was a lieutenant six 
years later; he took part in the eapture of Canten and 
Pieho and served in the Crimean War of 1855, the China 
war of 1859-60 and the Egyptian war of 1882, »s com- 
mander of the Enfiexible in the bombardment of Alex- 
andria. He was Director of Naval Ordnance from 1 
till 1891, and was made rear admiral in 1896. He was 
admiral superintendent of Portsmouth dockyard in 1891 
and then became controller ef the navy. He served as 
Lord of the Admiralty from 1892 till 1897 and then spent 
two years at sea as commander-in-chief of the North 
American and West Indies station. He was delegate 
to the Peace Conference at The Hague in 1899, and then 
ecmmanded the Mediterranean fleet for two years. His 
next shore duty found him first as Second Sea Lord and 
then as commander-in-chief at Portsmouth. When the 
World War commenced he had served one term as First 
Sea Lord, from 1904 to 1910, and was in retirement. 

He married Miss Frances Broughton in 1866. She 
died in 1918 and was survived by one son and three 
daughters. The son, the Hon. Ceeil Vavasseur Fisher, 
now succeeds to the title as the second Baron Fisher cf 
Kilverstone. The memoirs recently written by Lerd 
Fisher are of great value as a history of the British navy 
for the last fifty years, and are full of the most inter- 
esting stories, the work being written in a most charm- 
ing style. 


RECENT DEATHS. 

tear Admiral Henry T. B. Harris, U.S.N., retired, 
formerly paymaster general of the Navy, died at South- 
ampton, England, July 12, 1920. He arrived in South- 
ampton from New York July 2, and was seriously ill 
when he landed. Rear Admiral Harris, who was born 
in Hartford, Conn., March 10, 1843, entered the Volun- 
tecr Navy Nov. 1, 1864, as an acting assistant pay- 
master. He was first commissioned in the Regular Navy 
as assistant paymaster in 1867, and after being pro- 
moted in suecessive grades was appointed Paymaster 
General and Chief of the Bureau of Supples and Ac- 
counts with the rank of rear admiral “uly 1, 1903. He 
was placed on the retired list March 10, 1905, on attain- 
ing the age of sixty-two years. Admiral Harris had 
performed a total of sixteen years of sea service and 
nineteen years and one month of shore duty. His sea 
service was performed in many well known vessels of 
the old Navy, including the Nyack of the South Pacific 
Station, Supply in European and Brazilian waters, and 
in the Frolic, Roanoke, Swatara, Minnesota and Galena, 
up to 1886. The first modern ship he served in was the 
Boston of the Squadron of Evolution in 1889. He also 
served in the monitor Miantonomah, receiving ship Ver- 
mont, Dolphin, Chicago, etc. He rticipated in the 
North China campaign and in the Philippine insurrec- 
tion. Lis last active duty was as Chief of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts. The home of Rear Admiral 
Harris was in Washington, D.C. 

Col. Alexander B. Dyer, U.S.A., retired, died at his 
residence in San Francisco, Calif., eo 9, 1920. He 
was the son of Brevet Major Gen. Alexander Brydie 
Dyer, class of 1837, U.S.M.A., and a former Chief of 
Ordnance, U.S.A. Colonel Dyer, who was retired from 
active service at his own request March 15, 1913, after 
more than forty-three years’ service, was born in North 
Carolina, March 28, 1852. He was a graduate of the U. 
S.M.A., class of 1873, when he was promoted in the 
Army, second lieuténant, 4th Artillery. He reached the 
grade of captain, 6th Artillery, in 1898; major, Artil- 





lery Corps, in 1901; lieutenant colonel; 1906, and col- 
onel, 4th Field Art., Jan. 25, 1907. During his early 
service he was on duty at Pacifie coast fortifications, 
which included frontier duty at Sitka, Alaska, in 1874. 
During subsequent duties he took part in suppressing 
railroad disturbances in Pennsylvania and Maryland in 
1877 ; was on frontier duty at Camp Harney, Ore., and 
in the Bannock campaign in 1878, and served at posts 
in California, Kansas, Rhode Island and was at West 
Point as senior instructor of Artillery from Aug. 31, 
1892, to Aug. 31, 1897. He was commandant at Fort 
Mott, N.J., and Fort Delaware to March, 1898, and then 
joined his battery at Washington, D.C.. and engaged in 
organizing it. He was in commaiud of a battalion of 
Artillery in the Philippines from Sept. 14, 18!8, to June 


1, 1899, and took part in the battle of Manila, bi). 10, 
180, and at San Pedro Macati, March 13. He was 
chief of divisional artillery, Ist Division, Stl Army) 
Corps. He was subsequently, among other duties, acting 
Chicf Signal Officer, Department of Cal'fornia. and as- 


sistant to the Inspector Gencval. D-partment of Califor- 
nia, June, 1900, to Sept. 30, WO1. He was in command 
of a battalion of Field Artilli:ry at Vaneouver Barra : 
Was military seeretary and Adjwiz t General, Depori 
ment of Columbia, 1906; was in comand of reeiimnen 
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at Vancouver Barracks and at Fort Russell, wh ch was 
his last post of dviy. He leaves a widow, Madele'ne 
Minturn Dyer. The remains of Colonel Dyer were in- 


terred in San Francisco. 
Col. Enos A. Wall, father of Mrz. Lang. th: wife of 
Capt. C. D. Lang, U.S.A., now quartermaster at Fori 


Douglas, Utah, died at his home in Salt Lake (ity, June 
30, 1920. Colonel Wall was one of the builders of the 
West, having been associated with all the great mining 


enterprises of the past fifty years, and was rated as one 
of the leading capitalists im the’ mining industry. 

Major F. G. Steele, U.S.V., and late Ohio National 
Guard, dicd May 24, 1920, at his home in Newark, Ohio, 
at the age of seventy-five, after an illness of some months 
of heart trouble. He was a Civil War veteran, serving 
in Co. E, 88th. Regiment, Ohio Iufanmtry, and lie was 
later an officer of the Ohio National Guard and a cor- 
respondent of the Army AND Nayy JourNAL. Ile leaves 
a widow, Isabella Steele, of Newark, Ohio, and one sis 
ter, Mrs. Ethel Howard, of Cleveland, Ohio. “Major 
Steele,” writes a correspendent, “was one ef Ohio's most 
ardent patriots and in the nineties was appointed patri- 
otic instruetor for Ohio by the Commander-in-Chief of 
the G.A.R., Senator Seott of West Virginia, and served 
in that capacity for seven years. While Willian Mce- 
K wey was Gevernor of Ohio Major Steele was ap- 
potnted Inspector of Rifle Practice in 3d Regt., O.N.G., 
and served well in that office and as one of the Govern- 
or’s staff. During his life work of supervisor of draw- 
ing he organized and drilled companies of schoo! cadets 
in the cities of Wooster, Ohio; Xenia, Ohio, and New- 
ark, Ohio. In this last city he taught drawing.in the 
public sehools for just twenty years. Majer Stecle 
founded and commanded the Citizens’ Legion, a patri- 
otic and protective organization, and when the United 
States entered the World War he drilled a company of 
eighty men, altho:gh over seventy years old at the time, 
and many of those men entered the war as officers. He 
was a devout Christian, having entered the church at 
the early age of fifteen and lived a consistent Christian 
life. He was a member of the G.A.R. and for years had 
charge of the decoration of graves on Decoration Day in 
Newark.

GENERAL MARCH ON THE A.F. IN G. 

On his return to his duties in the War Department on 
July 10, Major Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, U. 
S.A., gave an interview to the press correspondents in 
which he touched on his impressions of the American 
Forces in Germany, co-operation between the Allied 
forces in a military serse, and of conditions in the three 
countries he visited during his trip abroad. “The morale of 
the American troops on the Coblenz sector is very. high.” 
General March said, “and the pride of the men in their 
American citizenship very notable. They are in splendid 
condition physically, mentally and militarily. Instead of 
the usual inspection, consisting of marching along the 
line, we gave General Allen’s troops first a battle in- 
spection as an entire division, the Infantry using. ball 
cartridges and the Artillery going through mimic war 
mancuvers. Later the various units were inspected 
singly. Anything new developed by the French, for ex- 
ample, is immediately reported in detail to the Ameri- 
cans, and vice versa. As an illustration, the French are 
developing a new type of tank and have communicated 
full details to General Allen. The French and American 
lines join and the co-operation could not be closer. The 
War Department treats the Coblenz area as one of its 
regular assignments. Officers and. men are being as- 
signed there or relieved and replaced from time to time 
just as they are in the Philippines. Hawaii and Panama. 
The question of withdrawing the American force from 
Germany is an international one, the determination of 
which does not rest with the War Department. I visited 
many of the cemeteries in which Americans are buried, 
and on Decoration Day was greatly impressed with the 
devotion shown by the French. Men, women and chil- 
dren of their own volition traveled miles to decorate the 
graves of the Americans who had given their lives for 
France as well as for our own country. In Belgium the 
feeling toward Americans is, if anything, more marked. 
~~ American in Belgium is virtually in a class by him- 
self.’

HovsenoLp Goops SHIPMENT ALLOWANCES. 

Shipment of household goods at public expense is a 
matter of considerable concern to the Army, and in ac- 
cordance with recent legislation the War Department 
has approved an amendment to Section IV, G.O. No. 47, 
W.D., 1918. The amendment will read as follows: Offi- 
cers, enlisted men and civilian employees of the Regular 
Army not on duty at a permanent station, who have 
been or may be directed to remove personal property 
from a post or depot at which said property is stored 
(as indicated in paragraph 1-hereof), or who may |e or- 
dered for duty in the field, or who-are now on duty in 
the ‘field, will be entitled to have their full allowance of 
baggage disposed of inthe same manner as is now pro- 
vided for in paragraph 1138, Army Regulations, for ex- 
tended service overseas. Upon reassignment to perma- 
nent station from duty in.the field, officers, enlisted men 
and civilian employees of the Regular Army will be enti- 
tled to have their authorized allowance of baggage 
shipped at public expense as is provided for in para- 
graph 1138, Army Regulations, upon resuming duty in 
the United States from service overseas. “Wpon reas- 
signment to permanent station,” as above used, will not 
operate to preclude shipment at public expense of house- 
hold goods from such point of storage or safe-keeping to 
some future permanent station. -Shipment under this 
authority may be made from any previous station, pro- 
vided the total of this and all previous shipments at 
Government expense from any one station shall not «x- 
ceed the authorized allowance of the officer concerned at 
the time he left said station, and provided further that 


the aggregate weight of all shipments made under ‘the 
provisions of this order shall not éxeced the authorized 
allowance of the officer at the-time final shipment “is 
made. For the purpose of this order “duty in the field” 
will be construed as including any duty in Europe inci- 
dent to the present military operations.

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QUARTERMASTER CORPS REORGANIZATION. 

G.O. No. 42, was issued by the War Department on 
July 14 transferring to the Quartermaster Corps the 
Transportation Service, Motor Transport Corps, Con- 
struction Division and the Real Estate Service, which 
had been created during the war as individual services. 


The order abolishes the title of Director of Purchase and 
Storage, which was a cumbersome addition to the title 
of the Quartermaster General, withdraws the designation 
of-Purchase and Storage Service for the Quartermaster 
Corps, and returns to. official use the title “Quarter- 
master” for officers of the corps throughout the Army. 
The order reads: 
G.O. 42, War Dept., July 14, 1920. 

Transfer of Tranaportaion Service, Motor Transport Corps, 
Construction Division and Real Estate Service to the Quarter- 
master Corps. 

1. Pursuant to the act of Congress approved June 4, 1920, 
amending the act entitled ‘“‘An act for making further and more 
effectual provisions for the national defense, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved June 3, 1916, the Transportation Service, the 
Motor Transport Corps, the Construction: Division and the Real 
Estate Service, and the records and enlisted and: civilian per- 
sonnel pertaining thereto, are transferred to the Quartermaster 
Corps, effective July 15, 1920. The commissioned. personnel per- 
taining thereto are detailed temporarily for duty with the Quar- 
termaster Corps, effective the same date. Thereafter these ser- 
vices will operate under the direction of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. 

2. The” Construction Service shall be organized and operated 
as a separate service of- the Quartermaster Corps and: shall’ be 
charged with the construction, maintenance and repair of bui'd- 
ings, structures and utilities of the Army other than fortifications 
and with the operation of: utilities. The Construction. Service 
shall also be charged with the acquisition of all real estate and 
the issue of licenses in connection with Government ‘reservations 
after authority for such- acquisition or licensé has’ been obtained 
in each case from the Gecretary of War. The-Construction Ser- 
vice, Quartermaster Cerps, shall be charged with the consum- 
mation of the sales of those surplus Government properties here- 
tofore assigned to the Construction Division and the Real Estate 
Service for disposition. Real estate, plants, facilities, etc., be- 
longing to the War Department and hereafter declared surplus 
and ordered disposed of, -will- be dis: of by an agency to be 
designated by the Secretary of War in each case. 

3. The Transportation Service shall be organized and operated 
as‘a separate service of the Quartermaster Corps and -shall be 
charged with the transportation of the Army by land and water, 
including transportation of troops and supplies by mechanical or 
animal means, and with the. furnishing.of means of transporta- 
tion of all classes and kinds required by the Army. 

4. The Purchase Division, the Storage Division and the Re- 
mount Service of the Quartermaster Corps shali be organized and 
operated. under the djreetion of the Quartermaster General each 
as a separate branch of the Quartermaster Corps as prescribed 
by ‘existing orders of the War Department and instruction of the 
Secretary of War. 

5. The title of Director of Purchase and Storage heretofore 
assigned to the Quartermaster General is abolished. The Quar- 
termaster Corps will not hereafter be designated as the ‘Purchase 
and Storage Service. The official designation of the Chief of the 
Quartermaster Corps shall be “Quartermaster General.’’ The 
titles of other officers performing duties in the Quartermaster 
Assistant Quartermaster General; De- 
partment Quartermaster, Department; Depot Quarter- 
master; Quartermaster (camp, post or station). In armies, army 
corps, divisions and lesser units quartermasters will be desig- 
nated in accordance with Tables of Organization issued by the 
War Department. 

G. The duties now performed by the Construction Division, 
the Motor: Transport Corps, the Transportation Service and -the 
Real Estate Service at each department headquarters and at all 
depots, camps, posts, stations and other establishments of the Army 
shall be transferred to and function as a part of the Quarter- 
master Corps, effective July 15, 1920. 

7. -All existing -orders, bulletins, circulars and instructions, 
and all supply circulars and, bulletins of the War Department 
with reference to the Purchase and Storage Service, now desig- 
nated as the Quartermaster Corps, and to the four services herein 
transferred to,the Quartermaster Corps, will remain in full force 
and effect with the exception that all provisions therein that are 
in. conflict with this order are rescinded.

American Troops Ordered to Peking. 


A detachment of 150 soldiers, now on duty in China, 
have been ordered to Peking to augment the American 
Embassy guard of 275 marines, as a precaution against 
threatened revolutionary hostilities there, according to an 
Associated Press dispatch from Washington, The detach- 
ment was reported as traveling without arms, which were 
to be supplied on reaching the embassy. Two Chinese army 
generals have revolted and with their forces were reported 
to be marching on the Chinese capital. The revolt is re- 
garded as serious. The American troops now in China 
include the 15th Infantry of the China Expeditionary 
Force, stationed at Tientsin and at points nearby, and 
commanded by Col. W. M. Morrow, U.S.A. A dispatch 
from [cking dated Juiy 12 stated that Admiral Albert 
Gleaves, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet, 
was proceeding there to confer with officials of the 
U.S. Embassy.

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ATHLETIC STADIUM AT CAMP MEADE. 


On July 3, the newly constructed athietic stadium and 
athletic club house at Camp Meade, Md., were dedicated 
by an athletic meet, in which several hundred officers 
and enlisted men of the cantonment competed, and which 
was witnessed by a large group of spectators, including 
Brig. Gen. W. M. Wright, U.S.A., who presented the 
trophies of victory, to the various organizations and in- 
dividuals concerned. The 17th Infantry was successful 
in winning the chief honors, obtaining a total of 67 
points; the Tank Corps gained second place, with 38 
points; the 12th Infantry third, 37 points; the Camp 
Hospital feurth, 6 points, and the Military Police fifth, 
4 points. Mayne, of the Tank Corps, was the individual 
star of the meet, and obtained ten points, by winning 
two of the running contests and one and one-quarter 
points for being a member of the 440 relay team, repre- 
senting the Tank Corps. The 17th Infantry was success- 


_ful in the various contests in the tug-of-war, while the 


Military Police came in second in that branch of sport. 
Among the various special athletic contests the most in- 
teresting were the mounted wrestling matches and the 
wheelbarrow race, Harding, 17th Inf., winning the 
wrestling honors, while the Military Police won the 
wheelbarrow race. Captain Hooper, of the 17th Infan- 
try, was the on'y contestant in the Argonne equipment 
race, running the 500 meters race in two minutes and 
seventeen seconds, establishing a record for that event 
in Camp Meade athletic records. In the pole“yault con- 
test Lieut. R. L. Ring, 12th Inf, was second. In the 
running high jump Lieut. P. W. Seymour, 17th Inf., was 
first and Lieutenant Ring third. Capt. A. J. Funk, 17th 
Inf.. carried off the first prize in the discus throw. the 
distance being 122 feet 7 inches.

17th Irf., won the second and Lieutenant Ring the third 
prize in the hop, step and jump event. The stadium con- 
sists of a large oval, enclosed, which will be covered with 
turf and grass, and which contains a 440-yard cinder 
track. Near this enclosure has been erected a large and 
fully equipped building known as the Camp Meade ath- 
letic club house. Between the oval and the car tracks 
has been erected a grandstand, with adjoining uncovered 
bleachers. The seating capacity of the covered grand- 
stand is 900. The bleachers will accommodate 2,100, 
making a total seating capacity of 3,000. It is the in- 
tention of the camp commander to improve and level the 
land south of the club house, upon which will be located 
at an early date, a large polo field. The entire athletic 
fields of Camp Meade will then constitute practically the 
largest athletic stadium in the Army. Surrounding the 
field will be planted Lombardy poplar trees, which will 


not only serve as a windbreak but will beautify the neigh-. 


berhood, part’cularly the athletic field. 

The Camp Meade Patrol says: “According to records of

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Pay AND REGRADING OF ENLISTEN MEN. 

Orders were issued by the War Department on July 
12 which will serve to clarify questions of pay and re- 
grading of enlisted men. In caces where regrading re- 








— 
sults in the rate of pay (base and longevity) of any sol- 
dier being less than the pay (base and continuous ser- 
vice) he was receiving on June 4, 1920, the certifying 
officer is directed to enter on pay rolls or final state- 
ments the pay under the old rate to which the soldier 
was entitled. In cases where a soldier's grade has been 
changed (unless the change was made necessary by the 
regrading of all enlisted men under G.9. No. 36, ‘W.D., 
1920), or if the new enlistment is entered into subse- 
quent to June 4, 1920, the old rates of pay are not ap- 
plicable and such soldier will receive the rates of pay 
prescribed by the Act of June 4, the War Department 
orders. z 
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PROMOTIONS IN THE REGULAR ARMY. 
Promotion of More Than 1,800 Officers. 

The largest block of promotions of officers in the Reg- 
ular Army in the history of the Service was ordered by 
Secretary of War Baker on July 13, in a brief announce- 
ment issued late that day, which merely stated that 
“promotions will be made at present to fill a portion of 
the vacancies which exist as of July 1, 1920, as follows: 
To colonel, excepting ten; to lieutenant coloncl, except- 
ing eighty-one; to major, excepting 1,192.” The promo- 
tion list of more than 1,850 officers was the single list 
as prepared for officers who entered the Army prior to 
April 6, 1917, and the list was immediately placed in 
the hands of the Officer Division of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office, where a large force of clerks was put to work 
getting out telegrams to the officers promoted. Because 
of the great amount of work involved it was impossible 
to give out for publication this week the list of names 
of those promoted in the three grades. The only fur- 
ther official announcement on the subject was a not very 


informative statement by the War Department Informa- 
tion Section on July 15, which said: “The War Depart- 
ment announces the first of the promotions for oflicers 
of the Regular Army under the provisions of the Army 
Reorganization bill. The new law requires that promo- 
tions be made in accordance with the single list policy, 
which entitles officers to advancement according to their 
length of commissioned service. The present relative 
list will therefore be readjusted. The new colonels will 
include Major James M. Graham of the Infantry, who 


was appointed a second lieutenant on July 9, 1898. The 
lieutenant colonels will include Major Francis H. Lin- 


coln, Coast Art. Corps, who was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant July 1, 1907.” 

However, we are enabled to indicate the junior officer 
in each grade by arms of the Service, hence it will be 
comparatively simple for any officer to compute where 
he stands relative to promotion in the future, though it 
must be said that the relative list in the Army Register 
of 1920 is unreliable as an indication of an officer's posi- 
tion. 


The junior colonels as of July 1 are: Infantry, James 
M. Graham; Cavalry, Herbert J. Brees; Coast Artillery, 
James F. Howell; Field Artillery, Alfred A. Starbird. 

The junior lieutenant colonels as of July 1 are: In- 
fantry, Franklin P. Jackson; Cavalry, Benjamin O. Da- 
vis; Coast Artillery, Francis H. Lineoln;. Field Artil- 
lery, Davis W. Craig. 

The junior majors as of July 1 are: Infantry, Max 
R. Wainer; Cavalry, John B. Johnson; Coast Artillery, 
Karl F. Baldwin. For the reason that the Field Artil- 
lery captains to be promoted were so scattered, due to 
previous rapidity of promotion, it was impossible to in- 
dicate the junior major of Field Artillery with any de- 
gree of accuracy. 

The vacancies existing in the various grades are to be 
filled by temporary officers now undergoing examination 
or by future promotion of Regular Army officers. The 
promotion list, as a matter of fact, is not stationary, and 
it is believed that the captains of the Regular Army will 
supply a further reservoir of some five hundred to fill 
vacancies in the grade of major. Since the process of 
promotion has been under way there have been about 
fifty retirements which will create vacancies to be filled 
by Regular Army officers, and the flow of promotion will 
probably be exceedingly rapid in the future when 
the eliminations of those listed in Class B become ef- 
fective. . 

Quick Work on Single List. 

The welcome news of the approval by the Secretary 
of War of promotions to fill a portion of the vacancies 
in the commissioned personnel of the Regular Army 
spread rapidly in Army circles in Washington on July 
13, despite the fact that the approval came late in the 
afternoon. In a short time the War Department offices 
were agog over the good news and since there had been 
rumors and reports that promotions would have to wait 
upon the appointment of the emergency officers now un- 
dergoing examinations for commissions, the fact that 
these reports were groundless was another cause for re- 
joicing. That four working days after the Chief of 
Staff, Major Gen. Peyton C. March, had returned to his 
desk from his overseas inspection trip brought the ap- 
proval of the work of the board which had prepared the 
single list so far as the Regular officers were concerned 
was remarked upon, although those who know the rapid- 
ity and earnestness with which General March attacks 
his problems were not surprised over the promptness with 
which this important matter was dispatched. It was 
only thirty-three working days since the Act of June 4 
authorizing the promotions as of July 1, and in that 
short time the great amount of detail in preparing the 
single list had been carried through so as to make these 
promotions possible. The Regular Army officer, there- 
fore, can have little complaint concerning delay, and 
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none whatever concerning the pay in his: increased rank, 
for the bill makes the promotions retroactive to July 1, 
and the pay goes with the rank, despite doubts which 
have arisen as to that feature of promotion. 

To the officers promoted we extend felicitations, and to 
the majors back of the limit set in this first list we would 
counsel patience, for it is likely that promotions in this 
grade will eventually go down the list at least 500 more 
files as the emergency officers commissioned in the Reg- 
ular Army come in. All in all, the promotion of several 
thousand Regular Army officers is an event of tremen- 
dous importance to the Service—and we may add that 
the Service is most deserving of it after the dispiriting 
experiences of demotions from emergency rank in a time 
of economic stress hardly compensated for by the tem- 
porary increases in pay vouchsafed in the Act of May 18. 

Competent observers are of the opinion that when the 
examinations of applicants for comrzissions have been 
completed and the recommendations approved it will be 
found that the commissioned personel will still be far 
under the strength authorized in the Act of June 4. Out 
of the 13,300 applicants in the reservoir of officer ma- 
terial it is anticipated, according to the number of re- 
jections already made, that less than fifty per cent. will 
qualify for commissions. In fact, it docs not appear 
likely that more than 5,500 emergency offivers will suc- 
ceed in sccuring appointment, and if this figure holds 
good the authorized strength of the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Army will show vacancies approximating 
1,500 when the final single list is approved. It is pre- 
dicted that because of the vacancies which will exist at 
that time there will be few officers in the rank of second 
lieutenant, consequently the successful applicants ap- 
pointed in that grade have before them promotion after 
a few months’ service. 

Candidates for Commission. 

Present indications are that appointments of success- 
ful candidates for commissions in the Regular Army 
will be made at an earlier date than that at first antici- 
pated by the boards which have general charge of the ex- 
aminations. It is the present plan—which is subject to 
change, however—to commission in groups at an early 
date those candidates who ‘successfully completed their 
examinations and whose papers are fully compiled and 


reviewed. This procedure will clarify the situation and 
make it unnecessary to postpone appointments until the 
records of the last candidates are reviewed. Candidates 


commissioned at an earlier date than others will not gain 
seniority thereby, for the commissions of all candidates 
will date from July 1, 1920. It is necessary to institute 
such a plan, say high ranking Army officers, in order to 
provide for the shortage of officers. Incidentally, it is 
the desire of the War Department to discharge emergency 
officers and put permanent officers into the field without 
further delay so that the training and drill schedules, as 
well as the vocational training of the troops, may be 
carried forward with vigor. 

It can be stated that there is no ground for the rumor 
that many candidates who successfully passed their phys- 
ical examinations have already been eliminated from fur- 
-ther consideration. While it is the purpose of the su- 
perior boards to prepare lists with the least practicable 
delay, nevertheless it will take some time before the first 
of the completed records will receive official recognition. 
Candidates who fail to meet the requirements for ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army, as laid down by the law, 
will be notified by The Adjutant General. It is believed 
that the examinations of candidates will continue at 
least throughout the present month. Every effort is be- 
ing made to rush the work and permit the many officers 
who are serving on the various boards in Washington 
and at various camps to return to their duties at head- 
quarters of departments and in the field. 





CONGRESS AND THE NEW ARMY LAW. 

The problems presented for solution by the War De- 
partment by the enactment of the Army Reorganization 
legislation assumed a number perhaps not fully appreci- 
ated even by the Army itself. These problems cover 
such a wide field in organization, training, procurement 
of officers and enlisted men for the Regular Army, the 
organization of the Reserves, the reorganization of the 
National Guard, and the welding together of all the 
forces into a unified Army, that it seems now that Con- 
gress will not be called upon or find it expedient to 
legislate further regarding Army reorganization for a 
long time to come. And certainly no legislation should 
be enacted until it has been demonstrated, in working 
out the problems contained in the act of June 4, 1920, 
exactly what changes should be made in the present law. 
It seems at this time that in this act Congress has built 
on a fundamentally sound structure, and it will not be 
necessary, in fact it would be unwise for Congress to 
begin immediately to alter in any way its work. The 
point is that Congress, through its Committees on Mili- 
tary Affairs, studied long and earnestly this great prob- 
lem of Army reorganization, and it had the benefit of 
the advice of officers who had learned much in the field 
overseas. For more than a year the questions which 
arose were before the Committees on Military Affairs, 
where they were finally answered with an ability and 
directness possible only in the light of wartime experi- 
ence. There has been some indication that attempts will 
be made in the final session of the 66th Congress to 
modify or to reconsider provisions of the act of June 4, 
It would be unwise on the part of Congress to allow 
dismemberment of this wisely-drawn act. Admittedly 
the language of a few sections of the act might be clari- 


fied, but beyond a minimum of rewriting to ensure 
clarity it is to be hoped‘that Congress will not go. 

Chairman Kahn, of the House Committee on Mili-, 
tary Affairs, we may be sure, will, strongly oppose 
every attempt to rewrite this legislation, for in his long 
experience in Congress he has learned that the Army has 
always failed to secure adequate consideration of its 
needs so long as the questions of personnel and organiza- 
tion were interlocked. He has stated: “I hope that the 
Army can begin to see that it is essential, in order that 
we may formulate a correct military policy for this 
country and for the preparation of the country to de- 
fend itself in time of war, that a system will be worked 
out with which the Army will be satisfied.” The act of 
June 4, which was in nearly all essentials written by 
Chairman ~Kahn’s committee, within every branch of the 
Service does completely separate personnel from organiza- 
tion, and this applies as much to the Medical Depart- 
ment and the chaplains as to those branches whose offi- 
cers are carried on the single list. The Army is on the 
whole satisfied, there can be no question on that score, 
and already the advantages of the separation have been 
found so great that under no circumstances should they 
ever again be linked together. The act of June 4 pro- 
vides the necessary elasticity for the reorganization of 
the Army, it extends wide discretion to the President in 
that regard, and it is liberal in granting authority for 
raising the structure of the Army. The War Depart- 
ment has applied itself to \,orking out the requirements 
of the organization of the new Army. The structure 
can and will be made of great and lasting strength. Con- 
gress should guard against legislative interference while 
this rebuilding is going on.

DISCRETIONARY ACTION MADE POSITIVE. 

The first instance of the intention of the War Depart: 
ment in the matter of interpreting discretionary pro- 
visions. of the Army Reorganization act was enunciated 
for the information of the Director of Air Service on 
July 10. On the face of this expression it appears to be 
the intention to lay aside the choice in the exercise of 
diserction and to make action positive. Section 9, relat- 
ing to the Quartermaster Corps, the War Department 
points out, charges the Quartermaster Corps with all 
work ‘pertaining to construction, maintenance and re- 
pair of buildings, structures and utilities, and also with 
the operation of utilities, but provides where utilities 
are under the exclusive contro] of another branch that 
branch may operate them. The Director of Air Ser- 
vice is thereupon informed that the discretionary powez 
will not be exercised, but that both the “operation of 
utilities’ and the “maintenance’and repair of buildings, 
structures and utilities” of a station will be under the 
direction of the Quartermaster Corps. The War Depart- 
ment statement adds that while the officer in charge of 
these duties will be under the general direction of the 
Quartermaster General, he is also the staff officer of the 
commanding officer of the station, and the Director of 
Air Service will be able, through the station commanders, 
to exercise the same supervision over these activities a» 
is now exercised by all station commanders. It is also 
directed that where the activities of construction, mainte- 
nance and repair of buildings, structures and utilities, 
and the operation thereof, have been included in the ap- 
propriations under Air Service, such work will be con- 
ducted under the direction of the Quartermaster General 
by proper apportionments to him of the funds appropri- 
ated for the purpose. 

It is apparent, therefore, that the War Department 
policy will adhere strictly -te the letter and the spirit of 
the Army Reorganization act, and that every endeavor 





will be made to carry out the intentions of Congress as | 


expressed or implied in this reorganization legislation. 
In this instance there is found an answer to expressions 
of an alleged skepticism whether there would be evasion 
of the responsibility placed upon the War Department 
in this act. In this Section 9 was open the way to two 
interpretations, but discretion was not accepted. The 
positive is. therefore to be the policy of tlhe War Depait- 
ment and there will be no negative interpretations. It 
is suggested that. the skeptics at least desist from at- 
tempting a forecast of the intent of the War Depart- 
ment and await a reasonable period for the provisions of 
the Army act of June 4 to be put into effect. And when 
that work is completed, we believe there will be no rea- 
sonable ground for criticism, for the War Department 
has attacked its problems with enthusiasm and common 
sense.

Army AGE Limit DEcIDED BY SECRETARY BAKER. 
Secretary of War Baker settled the question of Army 
age limits as stated in Section 24 of the Reorganization 
act of June 4, by disapproving on July 15 the interpre- 
tation of the Judge Advocate General, who held that it 
should be assumed that Congress followed the common ac- 
ceptance that a man is of the “age of fifty years” until 
he reaches his fifty-first birthday. The act provided that 


“no such person above the age of fifty years shall be | 


appointed in a combatant branch, or above the age of 
fifty-eight years in a non-combatant branch.” The Sec- 
retary rules that a man is fifty when he reaches his 
fiftieth birthday, and in consequence a man fifty. years 
and one day old is ineligible for appointment in a com- 
batant branch. Had the opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General been approved the list of eligibles to include 
emergency officers who saw service between April. 6, 
1917, and June 4, 1920, would have been considerably 


extended. It may therefore be accepted that the Secre- 
tary’s decision as to the attainment of the age limits 
stated in the act will apply similarly to the clause in 
Section 24, which reads: “No such person below the age 
of forty-eight years shall be appointed in the grade of 
colonel, or below the age of forty-five years in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel, or below the age of. thirty-six years 
in the grade of major.” This clause relates to appoint- 
ments in the Regular establishment of emergency officers,

“ DisaBiiry RETIREMENTS OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


One result of the intensive examination of the records 
of Regular Army officers in connection with promotions 
authorized under the act of June 4 is showing in special 
orders of the War Department in the very pc- ceptible in- 
crease of retirements for physical disability. “hat all rec- 
ords have been competently weighed is admitted, although 
there have been some cases where officers had been ordered 
before retiring boards because of the showing of their fit- 
ness reports, and these officers had wholly recovered from 
physical disability. Other cases involve officers who have 
been constantly on duty for several years and capably ac- 
complishing their tasks, yet who are facing a session with 
a retiring board. The immense burden put upon the offi- 
cers of the Regular Army during the war, and particu- 
larly in the training of the millions of men sent overseas, 
has, in the opinion of many officers, brought about the 
increase in retirements for disability. For the officers 
whose whole iife is bound up in the Army there is a 
consolation, which they. are not underestimating, in the 
provision of the act of June 4 which authorizes the re- 
appointment of retired officers to the active list, as noted 
in Cireular No. 226, W.D., June 16, 1920. The younger 
officers, particularly, are appreciative of the provisions 
of the law, which keeps the door to active service men 
open in Sections 24a and 24e of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act, should retirement be ordered because of physical 
disability, and it may be said that among them the de- 
termination very generally exists to devote the period of 
inactive duty to regaining lost vitality. The act provides 
that to be reappointed to the active list officers must be 
“found competent for active duty’; and Circular 226 
states that “in general” officers retired for disability or 
unsuitability are not regarded as eligible for reappoint- 
ment. This, however, apparently leaves a way open for 
the officer restored to health after retirement. Doubtless 
the lists of physical disability retirements of the pres- 
ent may be in part offset by reappointments of retire- 
ments under the new Jaw in the future. While reap- 
pointments will be made only when vacancies exist in 
the grade in which to be made, and will be only in those 
branches of the Service in which permanent commissions 
are authorized, this regulation is not considered a bar, 
for competent military opinion is committed to the be- 
lief that the Army will not be able to reach its author- 
ized commissioned strength before the end of the fiscal 
year and that, in consequence, vacancies are bound to 
exist iv sufficient number to absorb in the various grades 
all the retired officers who can “make a comeback” within 
the year and prove themselves eligible for reappoint- 
ment to the active list. On the other hand, the increase 
in retirements for physical disability is an earnest that 
the commissioned personnel of the Army is to be as 
physically fit as it is possible to make it: And this pur- 
pose, coupled with the provisions of the new law for the 
separation from the Army of officers found unqualified 
and placed in Class B, apparently will leave in the Regu- 
lar Army only officers of mental and physical fitness of 
the highest possible standard. :

A AND B CLASSIFICATIUN 7 .= FOR MARINE Corps. 

It will be a keen disappointment to the commissioned 
personnel of the U.S. Marine Corps to learn that the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy has held that the 
provisions of Section 24b of the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, providing for classification of officers, is 
not applicable to the Marine Corps. The opinion also 
states that the mental, moral and professional examina- 
tion is required for promotion in the Marine Corps to 
the grades below that of brigadier general. The opinion 
holds that. the act of Aug. 29, 1916, changed the proced- 
ure of the National Defense act of June 3, 1916, except 
as to the types of examinations, and that the act of Aug. 
29, 1916, established the rule of seniority on a common 
list for the purpose of promotion, The system of promo- 
tion thus established for the Marine Corps is in no wise 
dependent upon the laws for the Army either in respect 
to the types of examinations required or in respect to 
the penalties which attach upon failure to pass exami- 
nations, the opinion holds. Section 24b of the Actof June 
4 makes provision for A and B classification, the former 
to inelude- officers -to- be retained’in the Service and the 
latter to be eliminated subject to review by boards of 
inquiry. 








TRANSFER TO REGULAR NAvy. 


The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, has de- 
vised a form to be filled out by applicants eligible for 
transfer to an appointment in the permanent grades of 
the Navy, and the staff corps have been ‘requested to 
take this form as a model for the blanks to be sent to 
applicants for staff appointments. It is probably that 
technical examinations will be under the supervision of 
the chiefs of the corps. The question precedence of all 
officers in staff corps appointed te the Regular Navy 
will be determined by the Secretary on the recommenda- 
tions of a board of officera; fay ist 
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ENLISTED MEN FOR APPOINTMENT TO U.S.M.A. 


The War Department has issued instructions to all 
department commanders directing them to bring at once 
to the attention of all enlisted men under their command 
that the preliminary examinations for the selection of 
enlisted men of thé Regular Army for appointment to the 
U.S. Military Academy will be held between Dec. 1 and 
15 of this year. The regulation provides that the number 
of candidates nominated shall not exceed three times the 
number of existing vacancies, and shal! be equitably dis- 
tributed among the territorial departments. If the num- 
der of appticants in any department is in excess of that 
allotted, the candidates in that department will be chosen 
from the successful competitors m the preliminacy exam'- 
nation, which must be of a scope and nature similar to 
the regular examination for entrance to the U.S.M.A. 

While it is impracticable at present for the War De- 
partment to make the distribution of vacancies as re- 
quired above, the number to be allotted to each depart- 
ment will be sufficiently large to make the competition 
well worth the serious consideration of any ambitious 
young man who desires to enter the military profession 
as a career. The enlisted man, in order to be eligible 
for selection, must be between nineteen and twenty-two 
years of age on July 1; 1921, and must have served at 
least one year im the Army as an enlisted man. During 
the year 1921, however, any applicant who has served 
honorably and faithfully, not less than one year in the 
armed forces of the U.S., or in the army of any of the 
Allies in the war with Germany, and who possesses the 
other qualifications required by law, may be admitted be- 
‘tween the ages of seventeen and twenty-four years. 
Prior service: in the Army, either by drafting or by vol- 
untary enlistment, or in the Natiowal Guard while it 
was in Federal service, may be considered in determining 
eligibility. 

The War Department desires that at least one West 

Point preparatory course be established in each depart- 
ment so that applicants may be aided and guided in their 
study. In addition, furloughs, not to exceed three months, 
may be granted to the successful competitors in the De- 
cember cxaminations for the purpose of enabling them 
to prepare for the regular entrance examination, which 
will be held in March. Enlisted men may submit certifi- 
cates from educational institutions with a view to ad- 
mission to the Military Academy without a mental ex- 
amination, but these will be considered only in the event 
that all vacancies from the Army are not filled by the 
regular entrance examination. In the past all enlisted 
candidates who have submitted satisfactory certificates 
have been admitted, due to the fact that the vacancies 
were not all filled by the regular examination. and it is 
probable that the same condition will exist again this 
year. 
The ‘course of study at the Military Academy. begin- 
ning with the admission of the class of 1920, will ve- 
vert to the former four-year period, and the curriculum 
rsa the four-year course will be announced ip the neat 
nture.

ENLISTED PAY, U.S. ARMY. 


Authorized by Permanent and Temporary Laies. 





Rates of pay of the various active enlisted grades of 
the Army, as authorized by the permanent and tempo- 
rary provisions of law now in force, are shown below in 
convenient tabular form. The tables are based on tables 
‘prepared by the Finance Department. We add also 
Par. II, G.O. 36, 1920, whic has already appeared in 
these columns, as it shows ‘he reclassification of enlisted 
tanks of the Army into teven grades. 

The pay to which an ¢nlisted man may now be entitled 
at any period of his enlisted service (which need not 
have been continuous service), may be seen in Table A. 
In that table the first amount shown in column one 
under each grade is the base pay. The first amount in 
succeeding columns under each grade is the base plus 
longevity as indicated. There follow the items of addi- 
tional pay and allowances for cach grade, such as the 
temporary 20% increase and pay on foreign service; also 
reference te tables B and C, which show additional pay 
for specialists, marksmanship, etc. Having, by reference 
to the provisions in G.O. 36, as herein quoted, found the 
grade in which any particular man now belongs, his total 
pay is readily arrived at by. adding the items to which 
he may be entitled. No one table in convenient form 
can give total of pay for each grade, rating and character 
of service. 

The provision of the act of May 18, 1920, granting 
twenty per cent. temporary increase of base pay to all 
except those in the sixth and seventh grades, and those 
giving one extra ration to men of grades 1, 2 and 3, and 
travel allowance for dependents of those in grades 1, 2 
and 3 on permanent change of station, are temporary 
provisions and last only until Jume 30, 1922, unless Con- 
gress enacts further laws. All other pay shown below is 
permanent and without limitation as to period of time. 
The permanent pay provisions include: 

Foreign Service Pay.—Enlisted men of all grades and 
in all branches of the Service receive twenty per cent. 
increase on base pay and longevity pay, while serving 
beyond the limits of the U.S. and territories contiguous 
thereto, except in the Canal Zone, Panama, Hawaii or 
Porto Rico. (A.R. 1342). Qualification Pay—In the 
Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, 
Engineers, Signal Corps and Air Service, enlisted men 
who qualify in the use of the rifle or in the use of the 
equipment of their arm of the service are entitled to ad- 
ditional pay (as shown in Table C). Extra Pay for 
Specialists’s Ratings.—Limited to privates and privates, 
first class, all branches of the Service (as shown in 
Table B). 

As an example of how to find rate of pay in accord- 
ance with the following tables, let us suppose that Ser- 
geant Brown has served altogether fourteen years, is 
now on foreign service, has qualified as marksman and 
holds the Medal of Honor. As sergeants have been 
placed in the fourth grade, we find that Sergeant Brown 
is entitled to base and longevity —— to $54; plus 
temporary $9, plus foreign service $10.80, plus $2 as 
marksman, plus $2 for his Medal of Honor and forty 
cents foreign service extra on his M. of H. pay; total 
$78.20. A man in grade 3, with identical service and 
qualification as Sergeant Brown, would receive the same 
pay as Brown, plus $15.90 ration allowance, besides the 
——- and or ae provided for dependents of 
men 0 . 

As another example, let us assume that a private, first 
class, fireman in Goast Artillery, is serving in his 
sixteenth year (column feur of table), we him 
graded in G.O. 36 as of the sixth grade _and classed as 
a specialist, third class.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
New Pay Period for National Guard. 

Pay provisions for the National Guard as defined in 
Sections 109 and 110 of the National Defense act. as 
amended by Sections 47 and 48 of the act of June 4, 
1920, “shall be operative from and including July 1, 
1920, the beginning of the second semi-annual period” 
according to a decision of the Comptroller. This ruling 
was made in reply to a letter of inquiry from the Secre- 
tary of War dated June 29 calling attention to the 
amendments to Sections 109 and 110 of the National 
Defense act made by Sections 47 and 48 of the act of 
June 4, 1920 which “change completely the basis and 
methods of computation of armory drill pay for the Na- 
tional Guard as theretofore established.” In his )etter 
the Secretary of War points out that the second para- 
graph of Section 110 of the National Defense act, which 
has not been amended, “provides for disbursements at 
the end of the semi-annual periods indicating that such 
periods of computation remained unchanged.” He then 
asks “whether the provisions of these sections may be 
construed as operative commencing with July 1, 1920, 
the beginning of the second semi-annual period, or 
whether the change must take effect from the date of the 
approval of the act by the President, June 4, 1920.” He 
continues: “In view of the prior establishment of the 
semi-annual computation periods the first construction 
would appear to express more nearly the intent of Con- 
gress as to the effective date of the new system and the 
convenience of its application from the standpoint of the 
National Guard and of administrative, disbursing and 
accounting officers.” As we have noted above the Comp- 
troller agrees with the Secretary’s opinion in this 
matter. 

Transfer to Another Service and Back Pay. 


An officer who resigned from any one of the Govern- 
ment services affected by the provisions of the pay bill 
of May 18, 1920, and then is commissioned in another 
of these services does not acquire a right to the retro- 
active features of the act within the meaning of Section 
9 for the period subsequent to Dec. 31, 1919, and prior 
to the date of the approval of the act, May 18, 1920. 
‘his decision of the Comptroller was given in the case 
of a lieutenant in the Navy who tendered his resigna- 
tion on March 13, 1920, which was accepted to take 
effect on his arrival home. He was detached from duty 
on April 1 and arrived at his home April 6. The officer 
was commissioned a passed assistant surgeon in the 
Reserve Corps, U.S.P.H.S., and reported for duty under 
orders on April 8. “Thus it appears,” the Comptroller 
states, “that there was no interval between his service 
in the Navy and active service in the U.S.P.H.S., and 
that he was on active service on May 18, 1920." Quot- 
ing Section 9 of the Service Pay Increase act, the deci- 
sion shows “that nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed as granting any back pay or allowances to any 
officer or enlisted man whose active service shall have 
terminated subsequent to Dec. 31, 1919, and prior to the 
approval of this act unless such officers or enlisted men 
shall have been tecalled to active service or shall have 
been re-enlisted prior to the approval of this act.” It is 

out that the terms “recalled” and “re-enlisted” 
“contemplate a resumption of duty in the same 


eviden' 
branch of the Service in which duty was previously per 


formed,” and that this officer was not “recalled” to duty 
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in the Navy upon being commissioned in the Reserve 
Corps of the U.S.P.HLS. 
Erroncous Allotment Payments. 

In response to a question asked by the Secretary of 
the Treasury as to “whether an erroneous payment or 
overpayment of an allotment through ov-rsight or negli- 
gence of a Government agent, without fault of the sol- 
dier, constitutes a claim against the soldier for which he, 
if living, or his estate if dead, may be held by the Gov- 
ernment,” the Comptroller replies in the negative. 
“Clearly,” he writes, “there can be no, legal basis for 
such a claim. ‘There could be no foundation for charg- 
ing such erroncous payments against the soldier’s pay 
while he is living and in the Service, or against arr ars 
of pay in case of his death. Therefore, there cau be no 
legal basis for charging it under the statute quoted [War 
Risk Insurance act] against a beneficiary of his insur- 
anee policy other than the allottee to whom the crroncous 
payment was made. Overpayment of allotments, 
due to oversight or negligence of Government agents 
without the fault of the soldier are not claims of the 
United States against the soldier, and therefore are not 
claims within the provisions of Section 2S of the War 
Risk Insnrance act as amended.” 

Certificaic of Merit and D.S.M. Extra Pay. 

That the award of a D.S.M. to a holder of a certifi- 
cate of merit does not entitle such a man to $2 a month 
compensation in addition to the $2 a month received 
with the c-rtificate of merit; is the decision of the Comp- 
troller in the case of a non-commissioned officer of the 
Quartermaster Corps who served as an officer during 
hostilities and who, ou resumption of his enlisted status, 
claimed $4 per month on account of holding a certificate 
of merit and subsequently being awarded a D.S.M. It 
will be recalled that by the Act of July 9, 1918, Distin- 
guished Service Medals were authorized for issue in lieu 
of the Certificate of Merit, and further issuance of the 
certificate was prohibited. The Comptroller states that 
the claimant in the instant case is entitled to pay at the 
rate of $2 per month for the Certificate of Merit up to 
the date of the award of the D.S.M., in lieu thereof, and 
$2 per month from that time on if in active service. 

Honorable Discharge Gratuity and N.A.R. 

An enlisted man of the Navy who enrolls in the Naval 
Auxiliary Reserve within four months from the date of 
honorable disclarge from the Regular Navy is not enti- 
tled to honoraple discharge gratuity upon re-enlistment 
in the Navy within four months from date of discharge 
from the Naval Auxiliary Reserve.

Wrestling and Bozing. 


Many final tryouts for places on the American Olympie 

teams, which are te compete with foreign athletes at 
- Antwerp, in August, began in New York city on July 12. 
In the wrestling tournament which commenced at the 
armory of the 22d Infantry, N.Y.G., the Army and Navy 
wrestlers predominated among the sixty entrants. Major 
A. M. Weyand, U.S.A., was in charge of the Army con- 
testants and Lieut.

The bout which attracted the greatest attention was that 
between Major Weyand and Nat Pendleton, the national 
amateur heavyweight champion wrestler. Pendleton was 
formerly a star wrestler at Columbia University, New 
York city, and at one time held the intercollegiate cham- 
pionship in the heavyweight class, while Major Weyand 
was a star football player at U.S.M.A. a few years ago. 
He made an excellent showing in the contest with Pen- 
dicton, but lost to him in 3 mins. 26 sees., in a neck and 
bar hold. Lieut. O. R. Swigart, U.S.N., lost to A. M. 
Frantz, formerly of Princeton, who represented the New 
York Athletic Club. Sergt. B. Olson, of the A.F. in G., 
who made the journey from Coblenz, Germany, for the 
purpose of taking part in the tournament, together with 
several other members of the A.F. in G., lost the decision 
to Lieut. H. L. Clark, U.S.N. Lieut. Adrian R. Brian, 
U.S.A., was handicapped by the difference in weights. 
Not being able to get into the 121-pound class, he was 





compelled to wrestle in the 135-pound class, and was~ 


defeated by D. D. Deter. One of the best bouts was be- 
tween Lieut. H. H. Anderson, U.S.N., and Pvt. E. H. 
Kirschner, U.S.A. After ten minutes the decision was 
given to Lieutenant Anderson. In the 178-pound class

Lieut. Eugene L. Vidal, U.S.A., on duty at Camp A. 
A. Humphreys .Va., was one of six out of eighteen con- 
testants for the Olympie decathlon, who were ehosen in 
the tryouts which took place at Travers Island, near 
New York city, on July 10, under the auspices of the 
New York Athletic Club. Lieutenant Vidal gained fifth 
place in the total of all the contestants who entered in 
the various events. He was given 6.430,639 points. The 
event in which he especially distinguished himself was 
the 1,500-meter run, which he won in 4 mins. 30 3-5 sees. 
Among other Service entrants in the event were Capt. 
Tl. E. Priee, U.S A.. who was eighth, and Clarence E. 
Huntley. U.S.N., third. In throwing the discus Lieu- 
tenant Vidal seored third, his distance being 118 feet 
2%, inches; Huntley. eleventh place, 102 feet 11 inches, 
and Captain Price, fifteenth place, 78 feet. In throwing 
the javelin Huntley tossed it 138 feet, Lieutenant Vidal 
114 feet 414 inches, and Captain Price 105 feet 5% 
inches. In the 110-meter race Lieutenant Vidal was 
ninth, his time being 0:17 3-5, and Huntley, fourteenth, 
in 0:20 1-5. In the pole vault Lieutenant Vidal score! 
10 feet 6 inches, with two other contestants, while Cap- 
tain Price, Huntley and three others tied at 10 feet. 

U.S.S. Frederick to Carry Navy Olympic Team. 

The Navy Department has issued Olympic Bulletin 1, 
dated July 13, containing information concerning the 
voyage te Antwerp, which is of interest to officers and 
men of the Olympic team. The U.S.S. Frederick is to 
sail from Philadelphia for Hampton Roads oa July 16, 
leaving Hampten Roads on the 21st and arriving at New- 
port, R.J., on the 23d, sailing from there on July 26, and 
arriving at Antwerp on Aug. 9. The ship will sail for 
New York at some time between Sept. 5 and Sept. 10, 
the exact date to be decided later, and is due at New 
York between Sept. 19 and Sept. 24. All officers, coaches 
and men, except the rowing squad are to report on the 
K'rederick on the morning of July 25. The ship is to be 
manned and officered largely by officers and men of the 
U.S.N.R., who are receiving their annual training. The 
bulletin states that there will be a large number of these 
officers and men aboard, greatly in excess of the comple- 
ment of the ship. The Olympic party will consist of 
more than one hundred officers, and midshipmen and 
men, as well as a number of civilians, will add te the 
difficulty of berthing and messing this over complement. 
It will be expected that slight- inconveniences to those 
on board will be met with a cheerful spirit. The fact is 
recalied to these who will be on board that the Frederick 
is a ship of the Navy, in full commission, and that ship 
discipline will be strictly observed. The personnel of the 
Navy squad of the team includes Comdr. C. B. Mayo, in 
charge, representing the Navy Department on the Olym- 
pic Committee in the U.S. and Belgium; Lieut. Comdr. 
J. R. Morrison, executive, in charge of the crew squad 
and instruction of midshipmen; Lieut. Comdr. G. P. 
Shiclds in charge of physieal condition of all athletes ; 
Lieut. J. M. Easter, U.S.N., disbursing and commis- 
sary officer, Mr. Roland, assistant secretary of the Navy 
Athletie Association and manager of the squad. The 
coaches will include Richard Glendon, rowing; Mr. 
Heint. fencing; Mr. Mang, track; Mr. Bateman, boxing, 
and Mr. Schutz, wrestling. Commander Mayo will be 
at the Bureauw of Navigation, Navy Department, until 
July 22 and after that date on the U.S.S. Frederick at 
Newport.

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Lawrence, a erful 
craft, 314 feet 4 inches long, with a beam of 30 fect il 
inches and a speed of 35 knots, was launched at Camden, 
N.J., July 10, 1920. She was christened by Miss Ruth 
Lawrence, of New York, daughter of Abraham La 

late Supreme Court Justice. Miss Lawrence, Sno eau 
a bottle of champagne for the christening, was accom- 
panied by her brother, W. M. Lawrence; O. P. Lawrence, 
attached to the U.S. Naval Reserves, and Mr. and Mrs. 
W. Tucker, of New York. They were met Rear Ad- 
miral R. F. Hall, U.S.N., and Mrs. Hall, who is presi- 
dent of the Sponsers’ Association; Capt. T. G. Ro! 
U.S.N., and Mrs. Roberts; Commanders Hun on an 
sruce, U.S.N., and their wives and other officials. After 
the launching the sponsor and guests were tendered a 
reception, and the sponser was presented with a gold 
mesh bag. Captain Lawrence, after whom the warship is 
named, was fameus in the war with Tripoli in 1803 and 
was a commander of other ships in the War of 1812. He 
was mortally wounded in the gallant action he fought 
while in command of the Chesapeake, against the British 
frigate Shannon. The first naval vessel named after 
him was Admiral Perry’s flagship. The next was a brig 
and then the destroyer launched in 1900, and lastly the 
destroyer of 1920. 


Lieut. Cushing, U.S.N.R.F., Acquitted by G.C.M. 

Lieut. Winser H. Cushing, U.S.N.R.F., was brought 
before a G.C.M. at the New York Navy Yard on July 12 
charged with having, on April 2, 1920, brought liquor in 
Naval Seaplane 3606 from Bimini, Bahamas, to Miami, 
V'la, while on duty at the naval air station at Key West, 
in violation of Navy regulations. Major H. W. Weitzel, 
U.S.M.C., appeared as prosecutor and Capt. Paul Brown, 
U.S.M.C., for the defendant. Lieutenant Cushing testi- 
fied that he and Liewt. Frank Lamb, U.S.N.R.F., flew 
the ship to Bimini for the purpose of ‘ { e- 
trouble.” When she landed on the beach at Miami on 
the return voyage she was met ty ie Hugh H. Cuth- 
re, U.S.N.R.F., who said to » to 
Lieutenant Cushing, “Taxi your ship offshore a couple 
of hundred yards and if there is anything aboard that 
shouldn’t be, dump it overboard,” whereupon the officers 
did as suggested, throwing 144 bottles overboard. Lieu- 
tenant Cushing testified that he did not know what 
bottles contained, nor how they got in the seaplane al 
though they were not there when she sailed for Bimini, 
nor had any definite objective been in view when the start 
was made. Lieutenant Lamb, testifying as a witness for 
Lieutenant Cushing, refused, on the ground that it might

ineriminate him, to say if he had told anyone he had 
thrown certain overboard. It was said he had 
testified before a board of investigation at Key West that 
the bottles in the seaplane contained whiskey. On oF 
14 the trial of Lieutenant Cushing ended, the court 

ing that the specifications had not been proven. The 
trial of Lieutenant Lamb, on_the same charges as those 
brought against Lieutenant Cushing, began at the New 


York Navy Yard on July 15.

MABINE CORPS NOTES. 
Retirement of Henry J. Wylie. 

Mr. Henry J. Wylie, who has served continuously in 
the Quartermaster’s Department of the Marine Corps for 
the past forty-five years, will retire from the Service on 
Aug. 20, 1 with an annuity, under provisions of the 
recently enacted Civil Service Retirement bill. Mr. Wylie 
was born in Pittsfield, Mass., Sept. 27, 1838. When seven- 
teen years of age he entered the service of the Government 
in the post office at Pittsfield, Mass., in June, 1855, in 
1857 he was promoted to chief clerk of the post office in 
Pittsfield, but resigned in 1861 and enlisted in the 49th 
Massachusetts Infantry, being appointed sergeant. He 
was later appointed -ergeant major, which appointment 
he held until the regiment was mustered out in August, 
1863. During his service in the Civil War, Mr. Wylie 
was present at the battle of Plains Store, La., the two 
assaults on Fort Hudson, La., during which his regiment 
lost about 1,300 men, and the battle of Donaldsonville, 
La. He was later presented by the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts with a testimonial for conspicuous service. In 
September, 1863, he was appointed to a clerkship in the 
Ordnance Department at the Washington Navy Yard 
and was subsequently chief accountant at that place; he 
also served as chief clerk to the civil engineer of the 
yard, but resigned that position in 1875 in order to 
enter the Quartermaster’s Department of the Marine 
Corps, where he has served continuously since 1875. Mr. 
Wylie, who is now nearly eighty-two years of age, has 
actually served the United States Government for a 

riod of over sixty-five years, forty-five of which have 

in the Marine Corps. While Mr. Wylie is several 
years in excess of the allotted “three score and ten, he 
appears, owing to his military bearing, - activity and 
cheerful disposition, a man of far less years. During 
his service he has had the distinction of having admin- 
istered the oath of office to the following Commandants 
of the Marine Corps: Major Generals Heywood, Elliott, 
Biddle, Barnett and Lejeune.

An airplane from the Coast Guard ‘aviation station, 
Morehead City, N.C., was recently used in making a re- 
connaisance of Beaufort entrance and. Bogue sound to 
locate the best route for a cable and telephone line of 
the Coast Guard communication system. In half an 
hour the Division Supervisor 6f Communications from 
the airplane completed ‘a survey which otherwise would 
have required at least two days’ time.

GEN. LEJEUNE’S MARINE CORPS ORDERS. 


Three Marine Corps orders have been issued by Major 
Gen. John A. Lejeune since he assumed command of the 
U.S. Marine Corps. General Lejeune outlines his policy 
and pays striking tribute to the valor of the marines who 
served overseas; deals with recruiting; deals with the 
value of co-operation and co-ordination, and concludes 
with an appeal to every officer and man in the Marine 
Corps to do his utmost to build up the perfect teamwork 
necessary to make the Marine Corps an ultra efficient 
military organization. These orders are numbered 19, 


20 and 22. 

In No. 19, June 30, 1920, after announcing his assum- 
ing office as Major General Commandant, General Le 
jeune says: “During the period that I -hold the office 
my only thought will be to do all in my power to main- 
tain the high standard established by the Marine Corps 
during the World War, and I rely fully on every marine 
to aid me in accomplishing this task. The skill, the en- 
durance, the valor and the sacrifices of the marines who 
served overseas should ever live in our memories, and 
should incite us to work zealously, enthuviastically -and 
loyally to the end that the reputation and record of our 
corps may always be worthy of its great traditions.” 

Recruiting. 

No. 20, July 6. 1920, as to recruiting, says: “The 
paramount need of the Marine Corps is men and more 
men. In the campaign for men our objective is the total 
a authorized strength of the corps—27,400.° ‘H’ 


our is now. The time fixed for reaching the objectivey - 


is the earliest date possible. The Recruiting Service will 
lead the advance, the Marine Corps Institute will sup- 
port the attacking force, and the remainder of the Ma- 
Tine Corps will constitute reserve. I want to stimu- 
late the interest of every officer and man in recruiting. 
I want them to feel that this is a matter which affects 
them vitally and that all should co-operate in ‘bringing 
the corps up to full strength. Suggestions and recom- 
mendations on this subject will be welcomed by Head- 
quarters.” 
Co-operation and (-ordination. 
No. 22, July i4, relates to co-operation and co-ordina- 


‘tion, saying: “Without co-operation and. co-ordination 


no organization, civil or military, can be successful. Co- 
operation is the function of the units constituting an 
organization. Co-ordination is the function of the or- 


ganization commander and his staff. The companies of 
a battalion or regiment should co-operate with each 
other and with the headquarters of the battalion or regi- 
ment; while the headquarters of a battalion or regiment 
should co-ordinate the activities of the units composing 
it. Similarly, co-operation in the Marine Corps, consid- 
ered as a whole, lies within the province of all detach- 
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Marine Corps to co-ordinate the workings of these inits. 

“Co-operation and co-ordination in the ease of com- 
pact organizations like a regiment»or a division are com- 
paratively easy to attain, but in the case of a ‘far-flung 
organization like the Marine Corps they are very difficult 
of attanment. Obstacles to. their, attainment, however, 
should be made known and surmounted and all difficul- 
ties overcome. In order to accomplish this task every 
officer and man niust endeavor to cultivate teamwork 
and to carry out the policies and doctrines of Head- 
quarters; and Headquarters, in its-turn, must appre- 
ciate and realize that the reason for its existence is for 
the purpose of co-ordination and of smoothing the path 
of the men in active service. It is the mission of Head- 
quarters to do everything possible to promote the efti- 
ciency and the welfare of the men who are serving the 
nation at the front. “ 

“In conclusion, I ask all officers and men to co-operate 
with each other and with Headquarters in making our 
hae the most efficient military organization in the 
world.” 


U.S. Nava Reserve Force Activities. 

The activities of the U.S. Naval Reserve Force are 
engaging the attention of all the Reservists authorized 
by law, or approximately 5,000 officers and men. The 
commandants of all naval districts have arranged pcriods 
of training for Reservists in their several districts. At 
Great Lakes four cruisers and several sub-chasers are in 
use; the Wolverine is operating out of Erie, Pa., for 
the 4th District; a sub-chaser is now at St. Louis for 
training purposes, and the Wheeling is operating out of 
Galveston. In other districts battleships, cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines have been supplied on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. The Reserve aviators are 
in ——- at Rockaway, Hampton Roads, Pensacola 
and San Diego, and reports to the Navy Department 
indicate that the officers and men are showing fine zeal 
in their period of training. The quota of officers and 
men to take the ten Eagle boats around to the Pacific 
coast, starting on Aug. 1, is practically completed. Eagle 
boat No. 39 is about to sail from Portsmouth, N.H., 
with a crew of Reservists for Jacksonville for station. 
Eagle boat No. 36, which is to be assigned to New Or- 
leans will shortly be taken to that port by a complement 
of Reserve officers and men. The difficulty of the Navy 
Department at the present time is to keep the number 
allowed within the law of June 4, which authorizes em- 
ployment on active duty of Reservists to the extent only 
of four per cent. of the authorized strength of the Regu- 
lar Navy. Letters are gomg out to Reserve aviators re- 
questing that applications be filed for transfer to the 
permanent Navy. It is probable that aviators who fail 
to make application will be put on inactive duty.

In addition to the 
non-commissioned officers from the differeat schools and 
colleges, the camp is fortunate in having a large num- 
ber vf non-commissioned officers available as assistant 
yircetors of puysical instruction. These men have just 
finished a six weeks’ course of instruction, along strenu- 
* 4 sag lines, under the supervision of Capt. Joseph 

. Sullivan, and they give prom‘se of making things very 
interesting for the students. All the non-commissioned 
officers are competing to see whe shall be chosen for the 
coveted details as assistant military instructors at the 
schools and colleges for next year. 

Competition is the basis of the camp system, accoxd- 
ing to Major Louis R. Ball, U.S.A., morale officer, from 
whom we have received a description of the camp and 
the work being done there. He writes: “There is one in- 
dividual here who has arranged enough competition for 
those at this camp to last an ordinary man a lifetime. 
I refer to the senior instructor, Major J. K. Partello. 
This tireless officer has worked out a program of instruc- 
tion, and a method of carrying it out, so that each in- 
dividual, each company, each school, and, in fact, the 
whole atmosphere is reeking with competition. He has 
hit the very keynote of instruction methods for the R.O. 
T.C. work; has given these boys a game they well know 
how to play, and a system they already understand; and 
withal, has made it attractive, fair. and certain of in- 
suring that a student will not repeat the same subject 
over and over again with that deadly fatigue known only 
to one who has done it. This system used by Major 
Partello is the block and group system, originated by 
Major James McKinley, Cay.; Capt. Elvid Hunt, G.S., 
and Major M. N. Falls, Inf.; in which every student is 
insured exactly the same course in each subject as the 
others, and he is marked and instructed by the same in- 
structors who are chosen for their special knowledge in 
the particular subject under their charge.” 

How the Men Are Trained. 

Instruction in the camp is accomplished by the “rota- 
tional group” method. Each group is in charge of a 
specialist and all groups of the samme character operate 
under a director. In eaeh group, instruction is given by 
the “supervised small group” system. The training area 
is divided into group areas, where, under specialists, 
training is given under tke various heads listed in the 
program of Washington R.O'T.C. Infantry Camp, 1920, 
sent out by the War Department. Eaeh group area is 
subdivided into blocks, each block under the charge of a 
specialist, wherein a fixed schedule of instruction, with 
ce rtain standards for graduation, is earried on. In cer- 
tain forms of instruction, such as the school of.the sol- 
dier and squad, the bleeks are subdivided into sections. 

To show how this system works in practice the Bayo- 
net Area is selected for illustration. “We will assume 
that Co. A on its first drill day at its first hour is 
scheduled for bayonet instruction. The company is re- 
ported to the Director of Bayonet Practice at the Bayo- 
net Arca. The men of the company are classified and 
assigned to blocks as follows: To Block 1 men who have 
had no bayonct instraction. To Block 2 men who have 
had the baste course instruction or its equivalent. To 
Block 3 men who are qualified, or nearly so, to give in- 
struction in bayonet fighting. Now we will follow stu- 
dent A, Co. A, through the course. Upon his takizg up 
training he was assigned to Block 1. Being an apt stu- 
dent. at the end of his first weck he qualified in the 
standardization test of Block 1 and passed on to Bloek 2: 
at the end of his second week he qualified in the stand- 
ardization test of Block 2 and passed on to Block 8 At 
the end of his third week he passed the qualification test 
of Block 3 and was directed to report to the officer in 
charge of Block 1 for duty as an assistant instructor. 
He proved to be a competent instructor. -At the end of 
his third day in Block 1 he was given a certificate of 
proficiency as assistant instructor of the bayonet. This 
certificate entitled him to specialize, during the hour his 
company is scheduled for bayonet practice, in any other 
form of military training. e selected the machine gun 
course. Upon reporting to the Direetor of Machine Gun 
Instruction he was assigned to Block 1.” 

Competitive Features. 

In order to introduce the competitive feature into the 
training each man at the end of each day receives a 
certain number of points for work accomplished in the 
various training activities. This means that he is a 
certain mathematical value in points to his school and 
company. This is accomplis by giving a value of 
say 60 points to all men in Block 1; 75 nts to all 
mer “: Block 2; 90 points to all men in Block 3; 100 
0° 5 to all men receiving a certificate of proficiency. 
Fr ich student in camp carries a card showing all of the 
military activities in the course. When a student passes 
from one block to another it is noted on his card by the 
qualification officer of the block. At the end of each day 
all cards are turned in to the company commander, who 
furnishes the senior instructor the following informa- 
tion: Value in points of each student; a combined value 
in points of the student of the various schools in his 
company; and the total value of his company, which is 
made up of various schools from the same state. In 
order to instill into the R.O.T.C. students the competitive 
spirit and in order that the progress of their military 
training may be graphically showin, three large ther- 


mometers are kept, the first to indicate the marks of the 
ten highest students, second showing competitive 
stunding of the various schools represented in camp, and 
‘the third the competitive standing of the various states 
in the department. 

It is not all work and no play. Major Ball is kept 
busy making arrangements, issuing invitations, and figur- 
ing out how to keep up with the suggestions and enter- 
tainments planned by Mrs, Kuhn, the wife of Brig. Gen. 
Joseph E. Kuhn, the commanding general, Camp Kearny, 
and Mrs. Lister, wife of Major Ralph B. Lister, the 
executive officer of the camp. The sincere appreciation 
of all students in this camp is felt for the tircless efforts 
of Mrs. Kuhn and Mrs. Jister in making their lot a 
happy and contented one. A concrete example of one of 
the many things that these ladies have accomplished, in 
addition to the inspiration which their enthusiasm has 


* inculcated in all at the camp, is the senior and junior 


clubs. These clubs were fitted up in two of the mess 
halls and supplied with everything necessary and suffi- 
cient for the enjoyment of the students when off duty.

In addition to the student officers of the New York Guard 
in attendance there were four. officers and fifty-one enlisted 
men from the Ist Pennsylvania Cavalry, N.G., and ten enlisted 
men from the Ist New Jersey Cavalry, N.G., who participated 
in a special four days’ course of Cavalry instruction. 

The schedule of instruction during each period was uniform, 
lengthy but diversified and essentially elementary, the basic 
principle underlying the training schedule being not to impart 
advanced individual instruction but to develop competent in- 
structors in military fundamentals with a view to later im- 
parting such instruction to raw recruits in their respective 
organizations. This principle was carefully explaimed to each 
class on its first meeting by the school commander. The 
necessity for instruction along this line is well apparent when 
it is considered that the officer personnel of the state forces 
embrace many with long and meritorious service in the Na- 
tional Guard and United States Army during the World War 
and others who have had less amount of service and to in- 
augurate and maintain uniform instruction with a view te 
uniform training throughout the state, such a cotirse as out 
lined above was deemed the most expedient at this time. 

To assist in the work of the school a provisional company 
of Infantry of 100 men secured by voluntary details from 
National Guard organizations was organized as a demonstra- 
tion company. Its commanding officer was Capt. Ernest O. 
Dreher, 71st N.Y. Inf., N.G., and he was assisted by 1st Lieut, 
Alfred D. Reutershan, 71st N.Y. Inf., N.G., and Ist Lieut. 
Philip G. Camman, 12th Inf., N.Y.G. Most of the personnel 
of this company were recent enlistments and the work accom- 
plished by the officers and men was most praiseworthy. On 
June 14, through the courtesy of the Superintendent, U.S.M.A., 
the student officers witnessed the graduation parade of the 
Corps of Cadets at West Point.

T. P.—yYour understanding is correct as to the provision of 
pay for those enlisted men now on the retired list who served 
as officers of the U.S. Army at some time between April 6, 
1917, and Nov. 11, 1918. Such men, by the provisions of 
Sec. 127a, Army Reorganization act, are to receive the ‘‘re- 
tired pay and allowances of warrant officers on the retired 
list, as provided in this act.’’ Sec. 4a provides that ‘‘warrant 
officers other than those of the Army Mine Planter Service 
shall receive base pay of $1,320 a year and the allowances of 
a second lieutenant, and shall be entitled to longevity pay and 
to retirement under the same conditions as commissioned 
As commissioned officers on the retired list do not 


officers.’’ 

receive allowances when not on active duty, we await an 
opinion of the J.A.G. as to what would constitute the ‘‘allow- 
ances of a retired second lieutenant’’ which retired warrant 
officers and retired enlisted men of commissioned war ser- 
vice would receive under this law. All these matters of 
rank and pay will be made plain and published to the 
Service very soon, and in any event the rates established 
under the provisions of the Reorganization act will date from 


June 4, 1920. In the matter of those enlisted men now on 
the retired list who did not have commissioned war service, 
the Reorganization act is silent, while the Temporary Pay 
Increase act of May 18, 1920, expressly excludes the retired 


list from its provisions, When a permanent rate of pay higher 
than the base now in the permanent law is set by the com- 
mittee appointed to readjust the pay tables, and the same ig 
adopted by Congress, retired officers and those retired enlisted 
men who did not serve as officers in the war are expected te 
benefit. The committee is to report by or before January 


next. Let us hope the report may be ready when Congress 
reconvenes on Dec. 6.

Three years have elapsed and barely one-tenth of those who 
landed in France on that day are still with the Division. 
Nearly 5,000 of them gaye their lives for the great cause for 
which they. fought, and many more will carry to their death 
beds scars left by enemy bullets and steel. 

Three years have seen many great changes. The triumphant 
Germans wouldn't believe that Americans had landed; that 
Americans could and would fight. They lived to see their 
error. The French, so long beleaguered by their neighbors 
on the north, were glad to see the Americans land. They 
expressed their gratitude in words and deeds, and the British, 
our brothers in arms, became close friends. For the first 








time in history Americans went to Europe to engage in battle. 


What they did there will go down in history. It is left to us 
to carry on and preserve that which was won.

Headquarters Panama Canal Department, 
Ancon, Canal Zone, June 23, 1920. 

For the purpose of emphasizing the spirit of the. New Army 
a circular was recently issued by the War Department enjoin- 
ing upon local commanding officers to co-operate with civilian 
communities in the observance of Flag Day. In so doing the
